POWELL WARNS REBELS 


President Wos y Gil Agrees to Give 
Up City To-day. 


Ss Wnited States Minister Tells Revolu- 
ey tionists That Continued Disturb-

SANTO DOMINGO, Nov. 23.—United 
States Minister Powell informed the revo- 
Yutionary chiefs that periodical revolutions 
Ought to cease, because they interrupted 
bard commercial relations with other countries 
and augmented the debt of Santo Domingo, 
which was without means to pay foreign 
creditors. 

The Minister said further that these pe- 
.Tiodical revolutions endanger the peace of 
his Government and of the Governments 
of other nations, and that the present revo- 
ee lution, if continued, would imperil the sov- 
ereignty of Santo Domingo. 

President Wos y Gil requested the Min- 
isters of the United States, Belgium, Haiti, 
and Spain to intervene on behalf of the 
Government. The insurgents refused to 
accept the terms offered and demanded the 
immediate capitulation of the city, and the 
negotiations were suspended, owing to the 
impossibility of an understanding being ar- 
rived at between the Government officials 
and the leaders of the rebellion. 

Firing on the city was resumed at 8 
o'clock last night, resulting in further dam- 
age to houses here, and the bombardment 
Was continued this morning. 

A Hamburg-American Line steamer, with 
ammunition on board consigned to the Gov- 
ermment, has arrived here and began dis- 
charging her cargo into lighters, where- 
upon the revolutionists opened fire on the 


lighters,.and the fort here returned the 
fire.in order to protect the lighters and 
fagilitate the discharging of the steamer's 
cargo. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—In a cablegram 
received here to-day from Minister Powell, 
dated Santo Domingo, Nov. 23, he an- 
nounces that the President of Santo Do- 

“mingo has agreed to surrender the city 
to the revolutionists. The articles of capit- 


ulation are being drawn up. The surrender, 
the cablegram said, will oceur to-morrow.

A NOVELIST’S SUCDEN WEALTH. 


James Lane Allen Strikes Oil in Lands 
He Bought at Pasture Prices.

AUSTIN, Tex., Nov. 24.James Lane Al- 
len, the novelist, has suddenly become a 
millionaire through a chance investment of 
a few hundred dollars in the Texas oil- 
fields. . 

Bome time ago he acquired a tract of 650 
acres of land situated in Southeast Texas. 
The land was worth less than $5 per acre, 
and was practically of no use except for 
pasturage. A few weeks ago a gusher oil 
well was brought in at Batson Prairie, 
within a mile of Mr. Allen’s land. The 
new oilfield has been the scene of the wild- 

4} ‘ est excitement since then, and a town of 
1,000. people has sprung up at Batson Prai- 
rie where there was only one store building 
prior to the oil discovery. Land values are 
increasing daily. 

Mr. Allen could sell his entire tract at 
$3,000 per acre, but it is said that he is 
holding it for $5,000 per acre. 





COMMISSIONER WARE TO QUIT. 


Preparing to Sever Connection with 


Pension Bureau a Year from Now. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—It can be an- 
nounced that Eugene F. Ware, the Com- 
missioner of Pensions, will retire from 
that office by about the middle of Novem- 
ber of next year and will return immedi- 
ately to the practice of law in Kansas. 

His contemplated action has been the sub- 
ject of several interviews with the Presi- 
Gent, which have been kept secret, but he 
hes steadfastly refused to discuss the mat- 
ter, and when asked to-night declined to 
bd admit that he has or ever had any inten- 

tion of tendering his resignation. 

Mr. Ware's acceptance of the President's 
tender of office created considerable sur- 
prise at the time. He had a law practice, 
one of the largest in Kansas. The de- 
mands the work made on his time and 
strength, and the constant friction that has 
been incidental to the office under every 
administration led to his distaste of the 


office.

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W. S. CAMERON HURT AGAIN. | TELLS OF SPIRIT FRAUD 


Rides to Hounds with Collar Bone In- 
cased, and Is Thrown—Has Con- 
cussion of Brain. 


HEMPSTEAD, L, I., Nov. 24.—W. Scott 
Cameron, who was thrown and had his col- 
lar bone. broken six weeks ago while fol- 
lowing the Meadow Brook hounds, was 
again injured to-day. The hunt met at 
Westbury and Mr. Cameron followed the 
hounds incased in the harness put on by 
the doctors to enable him to move about 
with his broken collar bone. The harness 
in a way impeded the free use of his arms, 
and at the fourth fence he was thrown. 
He landed on his head and then turned a 
complete somersault. 

His wife, who was following the hunt in a 
trap, witnessed the accident. She was 
helped to get her husband into the trap, and 
at once drove with him to the office of 
Dr. Finn, where it was found he suffered 
from concussion of the brain and con- 
tusions on the chin and back. 

Although Mr. Cameron is rather severely 
hurt, the new injuries are not believed 
to be serious. The fall does not appear to 


have affected the old break of the collar 
bone. 


CHICAGO AS CONVENTION CITY. 


National Gatherings of Both Political 
Parties May Be Secured.

CHICAGO, Nov. 24.—Chicago can obtain 
both the Democratic and Republican Na- 
tional Conventions of 1904 if she mani- 
fests a desire to get them, according to 
politicians of both parties who have begun 
to investigate the matter. 

President Sheridan of the Hamilton Club, 


which ig moving to secure the Republican 
Convention, stated to-day that develop- 
ments to date indicate that both National 
Ccmmittees would like an invitation from 
Chicago. He is at work forming the Hamil- 
ton Club committee which will go to Wash- 
ington to attend the meeting of the Repub- 
lican National Committee Dec. 11 to file 
Chicago’s bid, and is sanguine that any 
rezsonable proposition from this city will 
be accepted. 

Both the Democratic and Republican com- 
mittees will ask pledges of cash. Chicago 
may desire to entertain but one convention, 
and in that event the Republicans’ undoubt- 
edly’ will be the one invited, inasmuch as 
overtures have already been made to their 
organization. 


NEWBURG MERCHANT MISSING. 


William F. Conklin’s Mind May Have 
Been Affected by Business Troubles.

PATERSON, N. J., Nov. 24.—William F. 
Conklin, a well-to-do piano dealer of New- 
burg, N. Y., who formerly lived in Paterson 
and has relatives here, has disappeared, and 
Paterson relatives have been asked to aid 
in finding him. He took his wife and boy 
to New York City three weeks ago and left 
them with friends, saying he would be away 
for a couple of days on business. 

He did not reappear, and it was learned 
that he had gone to his Newburg home, 
written his will and a note saying he would 
end it all, left them on the library table, 
and then gone to a dock, where his coat 
and waistcoat were found. He had some 
financial entanglements with a New York 
piano concern, and it is believed worry af- 
fected his mind. 

The family believe the father will be 
found. 


SCHOOL EXCLUDES INDIANS. 


Virginia State Board Upholds Action on 
Ground of Possible Impairment.

RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 24.—The State 
Board of Education was in session all day 
hearing evidence in a case that came up 
on appeal from a decision of the School 
Board of Dinwiddie County, 

Objection was made by patrons of a white 
school in the county to the attendance of 
chiidren of B. F. Dabney because of vague 
rumors that there is negro blood in the 
Dabney family. No evidence supported the 
charge. 

Before the County Board Dabney charac- 
terized the rumor as false, but admitted 
the admixture of Indian blood which has 
descended through several generations, till 
now the proportion of Indian blood is only 
one sixty-fourth. 

The County Board decided that the chil- 
dren could not attend the school, on the 
ground that its usefulness would be im- 
paired. 

Dabney took an appeal to the State Board, 
which decided to-night that the action of 
the County Board shall stand. 


RULING AFFECTS CHARITIES. 


Supreme Court Judge Holds Hospital 
Not Liable for Damages.

POUGHKEEPSIE, Nov. 24.—In an action 
brought by Mary H. Rice against Vassar 
Brothers’ Hospital to recover $5,000 dam- 
ages for injuries received by falling on 
the defendant's sidewalk, Judge Samuel T. 
Maddox, in the Supreme Court here to-day, 
non-suited the plaintiff on the ground that 
a charitable corporation is not Hable for 
damages alleged to have been due to the 
negligence of the Trustees. 

The decision was made on the application 
of Benjamin M. Fowler and Frank B. 
Town, attorneys for the hospital. The 
claim laid down by the defendant’s attor- 
neys is that to make a trust fund liable 
for damages might defeat the purpose of 
the trust by so depleting the funds as to 
make them inadequate. 


REDUCES STREET CAR FARES. 


Philadelphia Rapid Transit Adopts 
New Money Raising Scheme.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 24.—Directors of 
the Philadelphia Rapid Transit Company 
are seriously considering an entirely new 
feature in the present fare system—namely, 
the sale of tickets either six for 25 cents 
or twenty-five for $1. The tickets, it is 

sa‘, will be put on sale early next year. 

By selling tickets either six for 25 cents 
or twenty-five for $1, it is said the company 
will gain the free use of several millions of 
dollars every year, and just at this time, 
when many millions are needed fer con- 
structing the Market Street subway and el¢- 
vated road, this money would be doubly 
welcome. 

The company is carrying daily approxj- 
mately 1,000,000 passengers. Directors of 
the company are favorably impressed with 
the ticket idea, and they figure that fully 
$1,000,000 worth of tickets will be sold every 
month.

John J. Huyler Admits His Wife De- 
ceived Luther R. Marsh. 





Justice Marean, in Court at Goshen, 
Awards Insurance Money to Rela- 
tives of Marsh.

GOSHEN, N. Y., Nov, 24.—The trial of 
the action instituted by the estate of Luther 
R. Marsh against Robert Dolson and E. E. 
Conkling as executors of the estate of 
Clarissa J. Huyler came up in Justice 
Marean’s court here to-day. 

John J. Huyler, who is an executor of the 
Marsh estate, is a beneficiary under his 
wife's will. The action involves $20,000, 
the amount of four insurance policies which 
Mr. Marsh before his death assigned to 
Mrs. Huyler. The plaintiff claimed that 
the assignment was brought about by Mrs. 


Huyler's mediumistic influence over Mr. 


Marsh in his lifetime, and the defense dis- 
puted the claim. 

When Huyler himself took the stand he 
testified that on the day Mr. Marsh trans- 
ferred the policies he and his wife had 
gone to Mr. Marsh's room, where Mrs. 
Huyler claimed to hold communication with 
the spirits, and told Mr. Marsh there was a 


terrible uproar in spiritland because he de- 
clined to transfer the policies. She told 
him that his spiritualistic wife, Adelaide 
Neilson, was tearing her hair and weeping 
reproaches upon him. 

His wife, Mrs. Marsh, was acting in the 
same fashion, and his deceased father-in- 
law, “Sunset"’ Alvin Stewart, was ex- 
ceeding)y wroth. 

Mr. Marsh was alarmed at this manifesta- 
tion of spiritualistic displeasure, and agreed 
to transfer the policies. At the last mo- 
ment he hesitated, and claimed that be- 
cause his will was made ou€ he thought it 


better to postpone the matter a little while, 


but Mrs, Huyler insisted that he go across 
the way to a lawyer’s office, and he did so: 

While he was gone Mrs. Huyler admitted 
that the trance was a “ fake,’’ and said 
that she wanted to get all she could from 
*“*the old fool’’ before he died. 

Mr. Marsh returned to the room pres- 
ently and assured her that the transfer 
had been made as she desired. 

As soon as this evidence had been given 
by Huyler, Justice Marean ended the pro- 
ceedings. 

“This man is a thief and a fraud," he 
said, turning to Huyler, “and he acted the 
part of a thief when he and his wife con- 
spired to secure these policies by the means 
he has just related.” 

The Judge stated that he would decide 
the matter in favor of the Marsh estate, 
and would render a written opinion. The 
money will go to two nephews, of Mr. 
Marsh. 





Luther R, Marsh, after the real character 
of Mme. Diss-Debar was revealed in 1888, 
resigned from the Bar Asso¢iation in New 
York and left the city in which he had 
practiced law for fifty-two years. 

He intended to make a new home on Lake 
Erie, where he had a large estate. He 
still believed in Spiritualism, and armong 
the Spiritualistic mediums who had hovy- 
ered about him Was Mrs. Huyler, She in- 
vited him to visit her home in Middletown, 
N. Y. He accepted, intending to remain 
only a few days. 

He never réturned to New York or con- 
tinued his journey to his estate on Lake 
Erie. The woman's control over him was 
absolute. She presented him with volu- 
minous messages which she said camé from 
the spirit world, and he trusted her im- 
plicitly. ~*

The Countess, who was on the 
variéty stage when she was married, in 
1871, successfully fought a suit to nullify 
her marriage, brought by the Earl of Eus- 
ton (eldest son of the Duke of Grafton) in 
1884. 

The case was regarded as one of the 
most extraordinary ever heard in the 
Divorce Court here. The Earl petitioned 
for a declaration of the nullity of his mar- 
riage on the ground that when he mar- 
ried Kate Walsh she had a husband, named 
Cooke, alive.

REAR-END CRASH ON ELEVATED. 


Train Runs Into a Station, Throwing 


Passengers in Panic — Salvation 
Army Lass Sings. 

Though no one was seriously hurt, many 
passengers were thrown into a state of 
panic shortly after midnight this morning 
by the colliding. of two trains at the One 
Hundred and Twenty-ninth Street station 
of the Third Avenue elevated road. The 
trains came together with such violence 
that the rear platform of one and the front 
platform of the other were demolished.’ 
The trains were crowded with passengers 


returning from the theatres and several 


persons who were standing up were thrown | gtate ch 


to the floor by the shock. 

A train north-bound, of which Daniel 
Mooney was the motorman, ran around the 
curve and struck a train not yet out of the 
station, and the rear car of which was 
crowded to its utmost capacity. The win- 
dows in the car were broken, and two 
passengers, Hugo Anzer of 8,206 Third 
Avenue, and J. 8. Gillenberg of Dawson 
Street, were cut by glass. 

The other passengers escaped injury, but 
at the sight of the two men who were 
hurt, were on the verge of a panic when 
a young woman of the Salvation Army, 
who had been hanging to a strap, began 
singing in a clear soprano voice, “ Nearer, 
My God, to Thee.” 


frightened to understand the significance 
of her song, and when they did, laughed 
merrily. One young .man took off his opera 
hat and cried aloud from the platform for 
the Salvation Army, with the result that 
many of the passengers made the hat a 
heavy one. He handed over the money to 
the girl with the red ribbon about her bon- 
net, and she placed the coin and bills in 
a box meant for contributions which she 
was under orders to place on the bar of a 
near-by saloon in the morning.

JACOB SNELL IS APPOINTED. 
Montgomery County Leader Named as 


Warden at Napanoch Reformatory.

ALBANY, Nov. “24 —artéer’ hanging fire 
for a year the appointment of the well- 
known Republican leader of Montgomery 
County, Jacob Snell, as agent and Warden 
of the Eastern New York Reformatory at 
Napanoch, Ulster County, was made to-day 
by Superintendent of Prisons Cornelius V. 
Collins, during the absence of Gov. Odell in 
Washington. . 

Leader Snell came particularly into the 
public eye last year when the time came fo 
nominate a Senator to succeed Senator Ho- 
bart Krum of the Twenty-seventh District, 
composed of the Counties of Schoharie, 
Montgomery, Fulton, and Hamilton, by an- 
nouncing himself as a candidate. Krum 
had no desire to serye longer. 

But Snell's friends advised him against 
running for the Senate. Spencer W. War- 
nick, a young lawyer of Amsterdam, was 
nominated and elected, 

Snell was satisfied with Warnick’s nomi- 
nation, but he had no end of trouble be- 
cause of the Congressional situation. By 
the reapportionment of 1901 Congressmen L, 
W. Emerson of Warren, John K. Stewart of 
Amsterdam, and Lucius N. Littauer of Ful- 
ton had been thrown into the same district 
—the Twenty-fifth. They had represented 
the Twenty-third, the Twenty-first, and the 
Twenty-second respectively. 

A bitter fight followed. Snell, of course, 
sided with Stewart. Littauer managed to 
give the impression that he was the par- 
ticular candidate of President Roosevelt, 
and he secured the nomination. There has 
been bitter feeling ever since. And since 
the glove scandal developed opposition to 
Littauer’s nomination next year is fast 
crystallizing. 

From inside circles it was learned that 
Mr, Berry is to be made agent and Warden 
of Auburn State Prison for the good of the 
service, supplanting J. Warren Mead, who 
has held the position since Feb. 1, 1897. 

Mr. Snell has thirty positions under him. 
In Auburn Prison there are 102 subordi- 


nate positions. 
THREE ALASKA GOLD MINES, 


Prospectors Claim That They Will

of three new Alaska placer districts, On the 
Susitna River, 140 miles from Valldes, pros- 
pectors found rich pay streak in August.

Still better results were obtained in the 
district along the Lake Kulanke, near the 
headwaters of White River. Two men, with 
only pick, shovels, and axe, took out forty 
ounces of gold just before freéze up. 

J. A. Chute, formerly P. B. Weare’s per- 
sonal representative in Yukon, declares the 
district will equal Klondike. 

Thirty-two mines of pay streak have been 
located on the Tanana district, making it 
one of the greatest placer camps in Alaska.

Quoted as Saying All Is’ Harmony and 


That Mayor Low Is the Most Self- 
ish Man He Ever Knew. 


The following interview with Senator 
Thomas C. Platt was printed by The Brook- 
lyn Eagle yesterday afternoon over the 
initials of its Washington correspondent: 


“In the first place,” said Senator Platt to 


The Eagle correspondent, “I wish to deny 
emphatically that there is any trouble be- 
tween Gov. Odell and myself. We are 
friendly and intend to remain so. 

** Gov. Odell called to see me last Friday 
f*ternoon in New York, and we had a 
pleasant talk for an hour and a half. I told 
*him that I had no protest whatever to 
make in regard to his recent appointments, 
and he suggested that we look over the 
ground and find a good man to succeed 
George Hilliard. I told Hilliard some 
time ago that he would have to resign, so 
the Governor's action was no surprise, 
either to Hilliard or to me. 

“Is is true that Gov. Odell expected to 
call on me on Saturday, but he was unable 
to do so for personal and private reasons 
that I well understood. He, however, sent 
his private secretary and Collector Strana- 
han to see me, and I sent, through them, to 
the Governor everything I had to say. 

‘** Now in regard to President Roosevelt's 
nomination, I wish to state emphaticaily 
that Gov. Odell would not accept a Vice 
Presidential nomination on a ticket with 
Senator Hanna or any one else. He ig 
for Roosevelt, first, last, and all the time. 
Hanna is for Roosevelt, and so am I. 

“There is no one else in sight, thought 


of, or talked of by the leaders of the Re- 
publican Party, and just now.I would like 
to make a prediction. It is that the elect- 
oral vote of New York State will be for 
Theodore Roosevelt, and that he will be 
practically unanimously nominated and 
snctes the next President of the United 
States. 


“NOVEMBER VOTE NO SURPRISE.” 


“The November vote in New York was 
no surprise to me. The people did not want 
Low, and the Republican Party gave to him 
quite as much support as he had any right 
to expect at its hands. Although it con- 
tributed over 75 per cent. of the votes that 


made him Mayor, he did not give the Re- 
publican organization 3 per cent. of the 
patronage. , . 

‘* He is the most selfish, the most unpopu- 
lar man that I have ever known in all my 
long political career, and I do not believe we 
will hear from him again in politics. There 
were numberless little things that his ad- 
ministration was guilty of that alienated 
the votes of the people from him. It is too 
late now for me to recount what these 
things are. The people of Brooklyn and 
Manhattan understand what I mean. 

*“*1 did not see Mayor Low once from the 
night of his nomination to the day of the 
election. He never sent for me nor asked 
for my assistance. I supported him, but 
without hope of his election. 

“I think the recent election has cleared 
the atmosphere, and that at the Presiden- 
tial election the Republican Party will give 
a good account of itself. 

“There is one thing in this connection 
that I would like to say. It is that Theo- 
dore Roosevelt is a much bigger, broader, 
and stronger man than he was when the 
assassin’s shot elevated him to the Presi- 
dent’s chair. Those people who are con- 
stantly referring to his impetuous and 
strenuous life do not know the man. He is 
now in every way a man the American peo- 
ple can put their trust and confidence in. 

“I think in this view of the President 
Senator Hanna will agree with me. I know 
that there is considerable criticism in re- 
gard to the recent action of the Administra. 
tion in regard to the Panama Canal matter, 
but the President had no other course to 
pursue than the one he did in connection 
with the recognition of the new republic. 

“Yes, Woodruff would make a good can- 
didate, but that end of the State has two 
other men whose names must be taken 
into consideration in figuring on the Guber- 
natorial nomination for next year.

Several Senators 
gave notice they would make speeches. 

It became clear that there is to be a pro- 
longed and partisan debate on the Presi< 


dent’s Isthmian policy. Senator Gorman 


added to his announcement that he should 


prepare a speech on the attitude of the | 
United States on the Isthmus, and gave 
further evidence of his interest in the ques~ 
tion by sitting out an hour and a half of | 
Senator Morgan’s speech. Senator Hanna, 


vho has become Chairman of the Isth- 


mian Canal Committee, also was a con« 
spicuous and attentive listener to the Ala- 
bama Senator. 

It is said to be Senator Gorman’s policy 
for the regular session to criticise the Pres- 
ident as much as possible, but to take good 
care in the end to see that the canal 
project shall not fail. 


FOR A CANAL DEBATE. | 


This the majority Senators do not fear: 
A canal debate will occupy the time and 
avoid the pressure that might be felt for a | 
number of objectionable matters of legisla- 
tion. One of these is the Subsidy bill, 
which may be expected to make its ap- 
pearance in due timé. Another is the Irri< 
gation hill, which involves the repeal of 
the land laws. Tariff discussion is also as 
well fended off by a canal debate as by 
any other theme. 

The secret correspondence in relation to 
the treaty of 1846 between the United 
States and New Grenada, as submitted by 
President Polk in 1847, was also made pub- 
lic to-day. This was done by the Senate in 
executive session. f 

These letters bring to light some inter- 
esting historical data, but this and the mes<- 
sage by President Pierce, say the Repub<- 
lican. leader, will cut Httle figure in the 
consideration of the coritemptraheous ques- 
tions in regard to the rights and duties of 
the United States on the Isthmus. 

Immediately after the convening of the 
Senate, President Pro Tem Frye presented 
an invitation from the Governor of Louis- 
iana inviting the Senate to attend the cere- 
monies incident to the celebration of the 
one hundredth anniversary of the transfer 
of Louisiana Territory to the United 
States. He also recurred to a question, 
raised yesterday, as to whether concurrent 
resolutions of Congress require the approval 
of the President in order to render them 
operative. He said that it had never been 
the practice to send such resolutions to 
the President, but he read the provision of| 
the Constitution bearing upon the subject, 
as making no distinction between concur-

CORRESPONDENCE OF 1846. 


The Senate in executive session decided to 
make public the correspondence submitted 
by President Polk in 1847 in relation to the 
treaty of 1846 between the United States 


and New Granada. It is stated that these 
papers have never been published. 

They consist of protocols between Ben- 
jamin A. Bidlack, Chargé of the United 
States at Bogota; and Manuel M. Malla- 
rino, Secretary of Foreign Affairs for New 
Granada. There is a report by the latter 
official, pointing out the advantage of the 
treaty to the United States in view of the 
attitude of Great Britain, which, he de- 
clares, *“‘ unveils a preconceived and long- 
meditated intention of grasping the most 
valuable mercantile spots of America, put- 
ting the competition of thé United States 
out of the question, and dictating her will 
as a law in all matters concerning the con- 
sumption of foreign commodities.” 

In a communication to Secretary 
State Buchanan Mr. Bidlack discusses the 
control of the Isthmus, in which he Says 
that Secretary Mallarino had said that if 
New Granada “ ceded to the United States 
the right of way across the Isthmus he 
presumed the United States would guaran- 
tee to New Granada the Isthmus, or at 
least ag much of it as was required for the 
construction of a canal or a railroad upon 
the most favorable route.’’ 

Mr. Bidldck, in transmitting a draft of 
the treaty to Secretary Buchanan, had the 
following to say regarding the transit 
across the Isthmus: 

“With regard to the right of transit and 
free passage over the Isthmus, which ap- 
pears to me to.be becoming of more and 
more importance every day, I have only to 
remark that I have procured the ‘ largest 
liberty ’ and the very best terms that could 
be obtained. 

“I could not obtain these terms without 
consenting to guarantee the integrity and 
neutrality of the territory; and in fact it 
seemed to me, upon reflection, that in or- 
der to preserve the rights and privileges 
thus ceded it would be both the policy, the 
Interest, and the duty of the United States 
thus to enter into an obligation to protect 
them. The guarantee extends only to the 
Isthmus, and anything like a general alli- 
@nce is carefully avoided." 


COLOMBIA’S FORLORN HOPE. 


,¥.tack Panama to Propitiate Residents 
of Dismembered Republic. 


COLON, Nov. 24.—A person who is in inti- 
mate association with Gen. Reyes, and 
who is thoroughly familiar with the interior 
of Colombia, speaking to The Associated 
Press correspondent to-day concerning the 
probable course which Gen. Reyes will pur- 
sue at Washington, said he thought that 
Reyes would make every effort, no matter 
how hopeless, to effect such a settlement 
of the Panama situation as would preserve 
the integrity of Colombia. 

Thinking his position to negotiate to this 
end would be stronger if he had an armed 
force in the field, the informant said it 
was not impossible that Reyes would order 
preparations for an attempt to invade the 
Isthmus. 

Gens. Sarria and Bustamente left Gen. 
Reyes at Port Limon, Sarria returning to 
Bogota and Bustamente to the Province of 
Antioquia. It is possible that they carried 
Gen. Reyes’s orders to undertake warlike 
preparations, if it can be proved that such 
preparations will strengthen Reyes’s posi- 
tion or if the Generals think that the people 
of Colombia require such propitiation. 

Gen. Reyes hopes that the United States 
will to some extent withdraw from the 
position it has taken on the Isthmus, pos- 
sibly to the extent of giving Colombia an 
unhindered Opportunity to’ recapture the 
Isthmian territory. _ 

Believing this possible, the aggressive at- 
titude of Gen. Reyes is comprehensible 
Failing to accomplish anything at Wash- 
ington, Reyes might find it necessary, 
owing to the political situation in Colombia 
and the need of propitiating the people, to 
do his utmost to preserve Colombia's in- 
tegrity even to the extent of leading a for- 
lorn hope, possibly with the expectation 
that aid might be given by some European 
power. 

“ Columbia’s extremity is such, and her 
chagrin over the loss of the Isthmus so 
great,”’ said the informant, “‘ that it would 
not surprise me to see the Republic of 
Colombia eventually asking admission into 
the Republic of Panama, all other efforts 
failing. Already Isthmians are expecting 
the influx of prominent Colombians, who 
doubtless regret that they were not in the 
Isthmus when independence was accom- 
plished in order to partake of its benefits.”

New Republic’s Constitution Being 


Drafted Here—Senor Arosemena 
Gets Instructions on Arrival. 


On the Panama Railroad steamship 
Seguranca, which arrived in this port from 
Colon yesterday, came Don Pablo Arose- 
mena, @ prominent figure in the Provision- 
al Government of the new Republic of 
Panama. Sefior Arosemena, who is the 
father of the first Consul General of Pana- 
ma in this city and an international lawyer 
some prominence, according to dis- 
patches from the Isthmus, is coming here 
in the capacity of legal adviser to the 
Special Commission to Washington, which 
arrived here last night, 

It was the cause of considerable com- 
ment that Sefor Arosemena, coming to this 
country on-a diplomatic or semi-diplomatic 
mission, was not met down the bay by any 
representative of the Government of the 
Republic of Panama, though both Sefior 
Bunau-Varilla, its diplomatic agent at 
Washington, and Dr. Amador, the new

In reply to the very first question from 
the reporters he declared that he was un- 
der sealed orders; that at first the under- 
standing had been that those orders were 
to be opened at Washington, but that now 
he had been informed that this might be 
cone here. Through what channel he had 
received this information before a landing 
had been made Sefior Arosemena would not 
Say. 

GETS A SURPRISE. 

As Seflor Arosemena was talking to the 
newspaper men he was plainly under the 
impression that he was coming here for 
the purpose of giving Sefior Bunau-Varilla 
and the Special Commissioners legal points 
in connection with the new canal treaty. 
He was visibly surprised when, after the 
steamship had reached her berth, he learned 
that the treaty had received the signatures 
of the Special Commissioners at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, and been deposited in a 
strongbox on board the City of Washing- 
ton, bound for the Isthmus, just prior to 
his landing. He thought the treaty flexi- 
ble enough, however, to allow, of any 
amendments that might occur to him as 
desirable being cabled later, with this 
Government's consent. 

For some reason this city at present seems 
to be the centre of the negotiations between 
this country and the Republic of Panama. 
The arrival of Sefiors Federico Boyd and 
Manuel Amador, and the signing of the 
treaty here were not the only developments 
yesterday which seemed to indicate that. 

For instance, it was learned that Gen. 
Reyes, who after having failed in his at- 
tempt to enter negotiations with the three 
dictators who form the provisional Govern- 
ment of the Republic of Panama, has 
started for this country at the head of a 
delegation from Colombia, intent upon 
reaching some understanding with this Gov- 
ernment in regerd to the seizure of the 
Isthmus, bas sent a cable message to the 
two Commissioners urging them at all 
events to await his arrival in this city, 
which will occur within a week. 

All the conferences between the Commis- 
sioners and Sefior Arosemena also, which 
were to have been held at Washington, it 
was learned yesterday, will take place in 
this city. Another fact ascertained is that 
the Constitution of the new 
being drafted here, and that the 
sione-s when they leave this country ex- 
pect to have a complete outline of it, at 
least ‘n its more important details. The 
first flags for the use of the Panama Gov- 
ernment, too, were manufactured in this 
city, and were ready for shipment within a 
very short time after the revolution, so it 
will after all only. be a case of the Consti- 
tution foilowing the flag. 

After Sefior Arosemena had _ recovered 
from his surprise over the lightning speed 
with which history had been made and 
diplomatic details in connection with the 
Isthmus had been arranged at Washington, 
he spoke guardedly about conditions on 
the Isthmus and circumstances 
ing the inauguration of the new republic. 

‘In the Isthmus everything was moving 
as smoothly when I left as if there never 
had been a revolution,” he said. ‘‘ The pro- 
visional Government with, its Governing 
3oard of three is still at the helm, but 


preparations will soon be gotten under way | 


for the Constitutional Convention and the 
general election which will mark the inaug- 
uration of a permanent government. The 
convention, I should think, will take place 
in about two months. 

“As for the constitution, I presume that 
has already been outlined. The Commis- 
sioners have undoubtedly gained a great 
many ideas at Washington which will be 
of value in framing the constitution. We 
will piece everything together in this city 
and will probably have all our material ar- 
ranged before we return, which, of course, 
will save work in making the final draft 
for presentation to the convention.”’ 


DR. AMADOR MAY BE PRESIDENT. 


Sefior Arosemena said that, of course, 
there would be a President elected. Dr, 
Manuel Amador, one of the Special Com- 
missioners, is likely to be chosen. In re- 
gard to the other officers, Sefior Aro- 
semena said he could not speak with any 
degree of certainty, and he was not even 
sure that there would be a Vice President, 
but said he supposed so. 

From an inside source it was learned yes- 
terday that the officials at Washington 
had balked at the $10,000,000 bonus to be 


paid the Panama Government for the canal 
concession, declaring that the few features 
embodied in the Hay-Varilla treaty, insur- 
ing -the integrity of the Panama Republic 
and protection against outward foes, were 
more than equivalent to the concession. 
From the same source it was learned that 
this had been met by a declaration on the 
sart of the High Commissioners that un- 
ess the amount was provided for in the 
treaty negotiations would be broken off 
and Panama would take her chances 
against Colombia and other enemies with- 
out the aid of the United States. 

Sefior Arosemena said he had heard of 
no such objections, and that in any event 
he must refrain from discussing such a 

icate question.

Sefior Arosemena, in reply to a question, 
said he did not think the Isthmians would 
be in favor of annexation by the United 
States.

DR. AMADOR ON REVOLUTION. 


Panama’s Minister of Finance Gives 
Details of Isthmian Uprising. 


Dr. Manuel Amador, the Minister of Fi- 
nance of the new Republic of Panama, who 
is now at Washington, in the interest of the 
new nation and who, though seventy years 
of age, is prominently mentioned as the 
possible first President of Panama, has 
written an article on the bloodless revolu- 
tion, which will appear in the current 
number of the Independent. . 

After telling of the indignation of the 
citizens.of Panama over the rejection by 
Colombia of the canal treaty, he says: 

“Colombia was not only throwing her- 
self in the way of the world’s prog- 
ress for the sake of blackmailing the United 
States, but she was also, by her greed, en- 
dangering all the business interests of 
Panama, which demand that the canal 
shall be completed and operated without 
delay. 

*‘Had we had no other fault to find with 
Colombia, this was quite enough, and the 
revolution was begun by the intelligent and 
progressive natives of Panama getting to- 
gether and deliberating. They held many 
meetings at private houses and it was de- 
termined to secedé and set up for ourselves. 

“ What was going on was well ,.known 
throughout the isthmus, and there is there- 
fore nothing astonishing in the fact that 
the Government at Washington anticipated 
the outbreak. The foreigners all knew that 
it was coming and sympathized with us, 
though they took no part. 

“ Of course, we expected that the United 
States would not let the.Colombian troops 
attack us, because of the effect that war 
there would have in the way of blocking 
traffic across the Isthmus, but'we had no 
understanding with the Government here, 


nor are the people of the United States at 
ali responsible ior the revolution. It was 
our own act. 

“The rising took place ahead of time. 
Our programme was to have it on the 4th 
inst., but on the 8d, before noon, a gun- 
boat came into the port of Colon and land- 
ed about 400 soldiers, as Colombia was well 
aware of what was stirring and decided to 
stop it. Bo we decided to move at onc 
and just about 6 o'clock we gave the signal 
all over Panama by blowing bugles the 
fire houses. This assembled all the péople, 
whose minds had been prepared and who 
were unanimously with us. We simpiy 
overwhelmed the force that Colombia had 
on the spot, and it wisely made no resist- 
ance. 

‘*So the revolution was bloodless and it 
was all over in two hours. Four of the 
Colombian Generals, .the brothers Tovar 
and Gens. Castro and Amaya, were made 
prisoners with their entire staffs. They 
were surrounded as they were about to 
enter the barracks and’ saw that resistance 
would be useless. The Colombian soldiers 
generally sympathized with the revolution 
and our people. 

“There were two Colombian gunboats in 


_port, but the best one, the Padilla, declared 


for us, while the other, on her officers see- 
ing the turn that affairs had taken, put out 
to sea. 

“We do not anticipate any more trouble. 
Colombia may feel bitter for a time, but 
she gained her own independence by revo- 
lution and we have the same right. She 
overreached herself in endeavoring to get 
more money for the canal privilege than 
the liberal amount the United States of- 
fered, and the world knows how the matter 
is and has no sympathy.” 


GERMANY RECOGNIZES PANAMA. 


Austria-Hungary Reported to Have 
Followed in Same Line. 


BERLIN, Nov. 24.—The Foreign Office 
to-day made the following official an- 
nouncement: 

‘Upon the Imperial Chancellor's written 
proposal, the Emperor yesterday directed 
that the new free State of Panama be rec- 
ognized by Germany.”’ 

VIENNA, Nov. 24.—The Associated Press 
that the Austro-Hungarian 


Government has decided to recognize the 
Republic of Panama, and that instructions 
to this effect will be given to the Austrian 
Ambassador at Washington.

Panama's Responsibility in Debt Raised 
by Foreign Bondholders.

The council submits the following: 

‘In regard to the reported statement of 
the Panama Commissioners that Panama 
declines responsibility for the Colombian 
debt, on the ground that when the greater 
part of the money was borrowed Panama 
was not included in Colombia, the facts ap- 
pear to be as follows: Panama declared its 
indenendence of Spain Nov. 28, 1821, and 
in the solemn declaration of the Revolu- 
tionary Junta stated ‘ that the territory of 
Isthmus belonged to the Republican 
State of Colombia, to the Congress where- 
of it would, in due course, send its Deputy.’ 

“The war with Spain continued for some 
time thereafter, and in 1822 Colombia 


issued an external loan of $10,000,000, the 
greater part of which was to be devoted 
to prosecuting the War of Independence. 
In 1824 Colombia issued a further loan of 
$23,750,000 for the same purpose. It would 
be surprising if Panama attempted to re- 
pudiate responsibility for the money which 
assisted her to become part of a free State."’ 

The foregoing is the gist of a lengthy 
statement which will be forwarded to the 
British Embassy at Washington. 


PARIS, Nov. 24.—George Thiebaud, 
former leader of the Panama Canal move- 
ment and President of the Committee of 
Bondholders of the old company, has an- 


nounced that a public meeting will be held 
to criticise recent events, particularly the 
course of the French Government. He 
aseerts that French influence has suffered 
an ‘‘economic Sedan” by countenancing 
Panama's complete turning over of the 
canal to the United States. 


PANAMA, Nov. 24.--Referring to the 
question of the Republic of Panama paying 
a part of the foreign debt of Colombia, the 
Star and Herald gives the following data, 
reckoned in gold, of sums derived from the 
Isthmus which were used exclusively for 
the benefit of other departments: 

Sale of railroad reserves, $5,625,000; for 
extensions granted to canal companies, at 
least $8,000,000; exemption paid by railroad 
for not constructing its line to Plamencbd, 
as per contract, $250,000; sums paid b 
Panama which Colombia should have paid, 
which were never returned, $1,000,000. 

The paper adds: ‘Still Panama is will- 
ing to declare the debt canceled, and even 
will pay a big sum of Colombia’s debts 
here for public service and war exactions, 
but she must energetically reject any pro- 
posal from Colombian debt bondholders.”’

RATHBONE ASKS !NVESTIGATION 


Demands That His Conduct in Cuba Be 
Looked Into—Gen. Wood's Case 
Proceeds,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—Major EB. G. 
Rathbone, ex-Director of Posts in Cuba, 
who is waging an attack on the nomina- 
tion of Gen. Wood before the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee, to-day took up 
another line of approach by addressing an 
open letter to Senator Platt, Chairman of 
the Committee on Relations with Cuba, 
asking for action on his petition for an 
investigation of his conduct while an offi- 
cial in Cuba, 

Mr. Rathbone says in his letter: ‘I renew 
my request for early action, I submit that 
as an American citizen I am_entitled to.a 
full and exhaustive investigation by a 
proper tribunal of my own countrymen.” 

It was stated at the close of the hearing 
that probably more than two weeks would 
be occupied in hearing the witnesses the 
committee already had determined to sum- 
mon. Then, if, as generally believed, a 
committee is named to go to Cuba, an ad- 
journment probably will be taken until 
some time next March, which is considered 
the best time to visit the island. 

Opponents of, the confirmation of Gen. 


Wood openly express the opinion that the 
Military Affairs Committee will report the 
nomination favorably to the Senate, but 
declare that when this course ris taken 
some charges will be presented the Sen- 
ate which the Committee has excluded 
from the testimony. 

Major James 8. Runcie arrived in Wash- 
ington to-day from Havana, and will ap- 
pear before the committee Friday. 

Brig, Gen. Tasker H. Bliss of the Gen- 
eral Staff was heard by the sub-committee 
for an hour, and will again be called. He 
was asked for certain information he is 
said to possess concerning the charge made 
by Major Rathbone that Gen. Wocd, accom- 
panied E. G. Bellairs from Havana to New 
York in 1900, with full knowledge that 
L@llairs was an ex-convict. 

Gen. Bliss was Chief Collector of Cus- 
toms for Cuba, with headquarters at Ha- 
vana, during that time, and he will be 
asked also in regard to charges that pres- 
ents for Gen. and Mrs. Wood were admitted 
to Cuba without payment of duties. 


FIRES SWEEP GOTTON BELT. 


Rain Needed to Put Out Flames in 
South.

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 24.—Louisiana and 
Mississippi, from Shreveport to Meriden and 
from Alexandria to Greenville, are under a 
dense pall of smoke. 

For a number of days past the forests 
near the railroad tracks have been burning 
and a great deal of damage has been done, 
not only to timber, but by the burning of 
gin houses, cabins, and crops. 

The present is one of the longest droughts 
that ever prevailed in this section. There 
has been no rain to wet the ground since 
the middle of August. The result is that 
all the smaller streams have dried up. The 
smallest spark from a locomotive starts a 
fire. 

The conditions in Monroe are distressing. 
The smoke and dust are almost suffocating 
and the effect upon the eyes is irritating. 

The negroes near White Oak fought fire 
all Friday night to keep their church and 
schoolhouse from burning. 

Reports: from Greenville, Miss., say the 
adjoining counties are ablaze, with no pos- 
sible abatement until rain falls. The town 
is full of smoke, interfering with local 
river traffic. 


CRANBERRIES IN THE WEST. 


Washington and Oregon Propose to 
Compete in the Industry.

TACOMA, Nov. 24,—Cranberry growing is 
being started on an extensive scale along 
the coast of Washington between Gray's 
Harbor and Willapa Harbor, and between 
Willapa Harbor and Columbia River. 

Along these coasts are found hundreds 
of acres of wild cranberry vines, giving 
large yearly yields, and for a number of 
years one company has cultivated the Berry 
with excellent results. Its cranberry bogs 
are now being extended and new companies 


will be organized to convert wild cran- 
berry marshes into cultivated ones, 

Expert cranberry growers are to be 
brought from Cape Cod and systematic 
effort will be made to supplant New BPng- 
land cranberries west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, Cranberry marshes also extend along 
the Oregon coast, giving a field for similar 
operations there. 


REMEMBERS ALL EMPLOYES. 


Rochester Manufacturer Presents 
Each with a Bank Account.

ROCHESTER, Nov. 24.—Henry Lomb of 
the firm of Bausch & Lomb, the largest 
manufacturers of optical goods in, the 
world, to-day reached his seventy-fifth 
year and took the occasion to put Into 
effect a plan he had long had in mind. 
The 1,200 employes of the firm were 
notified by circular that Mr. Lomb had 
decided to celebrate his birthday by pre- 
senting each of them with a bank ac- 
count and also with. the opportunity to 


take out life insurance In the amount of 
$500 at greatly reduced rates if they de- 
sired the first premium to be deducted 
from the amount given them. 

The amount each employe ts to receive 
will be determined by his or her weekly 
wages. The total amount to be distributed 
will run away up into the thousands, 
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Demands $290,615.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn,, Nov. 24.—An an- 
swer and counter claim filed in the Su- 
perior Court to-day in the case of George 
W. Smith's appeal from the Commissioners 
on the estate of George F, Gilman, the 
eccentric Black Rock tea merchant, dis- 
closes the business relations between them 
prior to Mr. Gilman’s death. 

Mr. Smith filed a claim with the Bridge- 
port Trust Company, administrator of the 
Gilman estate, for $200;615.48. The claim 
was disallowed by the Commissioners, and 
an appeal has been taken to the Superior 
Court. ‘In the answer to the appeal filed 
to-day it is asserted that, from the time 
George W. Smith was eight years of age 
until he was twenty-one, Gilman gave him 
a home, paid for his clothes, food, and 
education, and gave him spending money. 
After he became twenty-one, about July 
1, 1879, what management of the household 
and personal affairs of Mr. Gilman was 
performed by him was done exclusively in 
gratitude for Mr. Gilman’s great kindness, 
and was so considered. There was no 
agreement or understanding that there was 
to be any payment therefor. 

The counterclaim says that after July 
1, 1870, G. F, Gilman and Smith entered 
into a copartnership to conduct the groce- 
ry business—that they were to be equal 
partners in three stores in Bridgeport and 


in one in Danbury, Mr. Gilman _ furnished 
the capital from that time till his death. 
The articles of agreement of Jan, 1, 1879, 
show that the total capital was $168,585.57, 
of which $66,880.46 was cash owed by the 
big tea syndicate conducted by Gilman to 
the Village Store Company. 

The answer alleges that this amount has 
since been paid into the Village Store Com- 
pany, but since the death of George F. Gil- 
man, George W. Smith’ has refused to rec- 
oauine the copartnership. The Bridgeport 

rust Company, as administrator, there- 
fore asks an accounting of the assets and 
profits of the grocery business condueted 

y the Village Store Company, and also 
that it be set off against whatever amount 
may be found to be due Mr. Smith from 
the estate for services. 

When Mr. Gilman died Mr. Smith was 
reticent as to the affairs of himself and 
Mr. Gilman. The papers now filed for the 
first time show the terms under which the 
busiress was conducted.

John C. McGee's Dismissal Upheld by 
the Court of Appeals.

ALBANY, Nov, 24.—The Court of Appeals 
to-day affirmed the decision of the lower 
courts refusing an order to reinstate on 
the New York police force John C. McGee, 
familiarly called ‘Suspender Jack, the 
Cowboy Cop." 


When President Rgosevelt was Police 
Commissioner in this city his attention was 
attracted to McGee because of the latter's 
daring exploits in the saddle, he having 
been one of Buffalo Bill's first rough riders. 
Supposedly through Commissioner Roose- 
velt’s influence McGee was appointed pa- 
trolman and riding master to the city’s 
mounted police, in which capacity he re- 
ceived several medals for overhauling run- 
aways in Central Park. 

During William S. Devery'’s term as 
Deputy Commissioner of Police, McGee ar- 
rested for fast driving a well-known poli- 
ticlan, who was one of Devéry's intimate 
friends. It is alleged by McGee that this 
act so incensed the Deputy Commissioner

The English 
visitor said that if those members of the 
labor unions in this country who are most } 
discontented were given an opportunity to 
see how men in their trades worked and 
what wages they got for their work in 
Germany, France, and England they would 
return with no compaints against their pay, 
their hours, and the conditions under which 
they work. 

“J am a trades union man,” said Mr. } 
Mosely. ‘ET believe in trades unionism. 
But the report which I heard read here to- 
night shows that some unions in this city 
no longer have respect for what any sane 
man knows are rights. I refer to the closed 
shop against free labor. Well, if I were 
an employer and were told to close my shop } 
to non-urion men, I'd fight to the last 
ditch.”’ . 

Mr. Mosely advised conferences between 
employers and empldyes on every disputed 
point. 

Marcus M. Marks, President of the Na- 
tional Clothiers’ Association and a member 
of the National Civic Federation, argued 
against the rule of the Metal Trades Asso- 
ciation which does not permit meetings be- 
tween employers and employes while the 
latter are on strike.

When “The Sultan of Sulu” came out, 
with its more than Gilbertian satire, its 
racy humor, and its vernacular with, it was 
evident that Mr. Ade was a figure to 
reckon with in the American drama of the 
future, and the lacK of betterment in. 
“ Peggy from Paris’’ was subsequently ex- 
plained upon learning that in date of com- 
Position it preceded the first produced. 
With the play of last night Mr. Ade came 
into a new and perhaps more difficult 
field; he was seen and he conquered. ‘‘ The 
County Chairman” is not only one of the 
few really entertaining pieces of a generally 
disastrous season; it heralds the advent of 
@ notable recruit to the thin and scattered 
ranks of American. playwrights. 

After.a wilderness of dramatized novels 
and manager-made plays here is. a piece 
that makes its appeal through that rarest 
of all qualities on the stage, quaint and 
authentic observation. It may be that those 
whose world is bounded by the three rivers 
that wash Manhattan without cleansing it, 
and whose headquarters are usually loiny 
if not tender, will find it wearisomely 
bucolic. It pictures the life, social and po- 
litical, of Jefferson County, in a State bor- 
dering upon Illinois, and its atmosphere is 
that alfeady made familiar in Mr. Ade’'s 
Pictures of Hickory Crick. But its char- 
acter is so natively American as to be en- 
joyable anywhere. 

The County Chairman (ably and sympa- 
thetically played by Maclyn Arbuckle) is 
the local Mark Hana, a fund of racy 
and experienced wisdom in political war- 
fare, expert in manipulating alike the vir- 
tues and the weaknesses of the elector, 
equelliy shrewd in managing to put up his 
own candidate and in distributing the five- 
cent’ campaign cigar, but withal open- 
hearetd and sincere. In a hotly contest- 
ed nomination he has sprung his junior law 
partner as a dark horse. The opposing 
nominec is a bitter personal enemy of the 
Chairman, but after the nomination ‘it 


transpires that the young candidate is in 
love with the daughter of the man who is 


at once his opponent and the Chairman's 


enemy . 

The situation is effectively complicated 
by the fact that the Chairman, in the true 
American manner, intends to use for cam- 
paign purposes a mealefaction of his 
enemy’s, his airing of which puts the young 
candidate in the position of assailing the 
father of the girl he loves with the bitterest 
and most damaging personalities. This 
story gives scope to a — of dramatic 
struggles which, though crude and_unde- 
veloped in the way of character and .emo- 
tion, reveal a dramaturgic instinct quite 
worthy of the framer of the satirical situ- 
ations in. ‘‘ The Sultan of Sulu.’’ The char- 
acters and emotions of the young lovers are 
barely and often conventionally denoted. In 
the -portrayal of youthful sentiment Mr. 
Ade, has much to learn—much more, to 
learn, in fact, than often falis within the 
ken of the funny man, however keen and 
sympathetic. = But only the lack of such 
knowledge will keep him out of the front 
rank of our writers of comedy. 

It is; nywever, ™R caw picturing of quaint 
local types that the new play makes. its 
strongest appeal. The first act shows the 
leafing placé of the village worthies, with 
a revelation of eccentric types that recalls 
Clyde Fitch’s ‘‘ Lover's Lanez’ The peace- 
ful convention is routed by the termagant 
wife of one of them, and is stampeded by 
the arrival of the five-thirty train. The sec- 


ond act shows the opening. of the cam- 
aign at a patriotic gathering in the Court

maidens in emblematic costume, the sing- 
ing of the local glee club, and a set-to of 
speechmaking between the candidates. The 
third act is in the law office of the County 
Chairman, and the last act in the Town 
Hall on election night. What is not shown 
oft the oddities of rural politics can searce- 
ly be worth the showing. 

There is a store box orator (Ed Chapman) 
who is routed from a speech declaring war 
on Great Britain by the arrival of his ter- 
magant wife, (vigorously portrayed by Rose 
Beaudet;) the old.settler, (W. J. Gross,) of 
ancient reminiscences so garruldus and so 
palpably vainglorious as to rout the other- 
wise ‘credulous yarn swappers; the smart 
boy, (amusingly played by Fred Santley,) 
who is always by to turn kissing and phildn- 
dering into laughter; the commercial drum- 
mer from the glorious and far away metrop- 
olis of Chicago, (E. R. Phfilips,) who di- 
vides his time between trying to sell wind- 
mills and flirting. 

Most laughter-provoking of all is the vil- 
Iage negro character, (Willis P. Sweatnam,) 
whose vote is easy.to buy but refuses to 
“stay bought,”’ whose fertility of resource 
in eliciting stray coin and ‘‘ set-ups” is a 
nevér-ending delight, and whose attempt to 
smoke e campaign cigar convulsed the au- 
dience for five minutes. 

As the heroine Miriam Nesbitt was good 
to look on, but perhaps even more flaccid 
and colorless than her part. As an orphan 
boarding house waitress Anna Buckley was 
deliciously grotesque. Perhaps the most 
successful of the women was the local mil- 
liner. Her gowns were the'\climax of the 
absurd ugliness of the early ‘80s, (which 
seemed to be the era of the play,) and her 
life appeared to have been 4 succession of 
flirtations with commercial drummers. 

She threw herself upon the windmill 
‘agent, captured him almost before she had 
learned not to call him by the names of his 
predecessors, and was off at the last cur- 
tain for a honeymoon of one day in Chi- 
cago, her object being to see the silver dol- 
lars in the marble floor of the Palmer 
House. In interpreting the languid hys- 
terics and the vain fatuousness of the part 
Grace Fisher was capital. 

The dialogue revealed Mr. Ade at his fun- 
niest and most vernacular, and was always 
in character. “‘ What fur?—Cat’s fur, to 
make the kitten’s britches!" To any one 
who has known the stereotyped repartee of 
small boys in the country such phrases 
earry a world of atmosphere, ‘* The County 
Chairman ”’ is destined to amuse many and 
large audiences and to take its place in the 
current repertory of plays.

Manager Conried Denied. 








Judge Lacombe Says Wagner Trans- 
ferred to a German Firm Rights 
of Publication and All 
These Imply. 





Judge Lacombe in the United States Cir- 
cult Court yesterday handed down an opin- 
ion wherein he refused to grant the in- 
junction asked for by Frau Cosima Wag- 
ner and Siegfried Wagner, heirs of the late 
Richard Wagner, the composer, restraining 
Manager Heinrich Conried from producing 
the dramatic festival play, ‘* Parsifal.”’ 

In addition to the many legal points pre- 
sented by Gilbert Ray Hawes, representing 
Frau Wagner and her son, in support of his 
contention that Manager Conried’s pro- 
duction in New York would be illegal, the 
lawyer appealed to the court to preserve 
the sacred atmosphere with which the 
widow and son surrounded the composition, 


and prevent its production on any stage 
other than that at Bairut. The composer 
himself, the lawyer argued, declined all 
gite rs for the right to produce ‘ Parsifal, 
ade by the many managers of Europe, 
many of them representing Royal and 
Court theatres, 
_ Ex-Judge A. J. Dittenhoefer, represent- 
ing Mr. Conried, in his argument in opposi- 
tion to granting the restragning order asked 
for, declared that a great many of the 
sentimental claims made by Mr. Hawes 
were not founded upon fact, and estab- 
lished the fact by affidavits that the great 
composer himself had parted with at least 
the publication rights of the play for a 
consideration of 75,000 German marks, to 
the firm of R. Shott’s Sons, Mainz; that 
later 15,000 marks had been paid by the 
representatives of Herr Wagner to R. 
Shott’s Sons for the concert rights, which 
fact proved conclusively, Judge Ditten- 
hoefer argued, that the family of the com- 
poser themselves considered the publishers 
owned and controlled all the rights of 
‘* Parsifal.’’ The legal aspects of the mat- 
ter were gone into at great length by Mr. 
Dittenhoefer and Bainbridge Colby, who 
represented the Conried Metropolitan Opera 
Company, co-defenders in the action. 
Judge Lacombe, in his decision, said: 
‘“‘It is unnecessary to inquire what were 
Richard Wagner's intentions on entering 
into the contract with R. Shott’s Sons. Its 
language is clear, precise, and une mbigu- 
ous, and it must be assumed that the par- 
ties who thus-express themselves in writ- 
ten contracts intend what they express. 
This contract did not make R. Shott’s Sons 
merely the agents of Richard Wagner to 
introduce his ‘ musical-dramatic work’ to 
the world, reserving to him the power to 
regulate the time, place, manner, and ex- 
tent of such introduction; for a valuable 
consideration he transferred to them the 
exclusive right of publication for all coun- 
tries and all that such publication Implies. 
“With R. Shott’s Sons’ publication of 
*‘Parsifal’ in Germany we are not con- 
cerned,’’ continued the Judge. 
“A large single volume quarto edition of 
the full score, with words and stage direc- 
tions, was Issued, of which several copies 
were actually sold. Upon the title page of 
each copy of this duodecimo edition thus 
sold appears the following notice: ‘ This 
copy must not be used for production on the 
stage,’ but it is the well settled law of this 
country that, if the publication is complete, 
such notice is ineffective ‘to reserve the 


very right which such publication dedi- 
‘cates to the public. 
that the 


“The complainant contends 
smaller edition is incomplete; concededly 
the quarto contains the entire ‘ orchestra 
partition’ or score of the ‘musical dra- 
matic work.’ The testimony, however. is 
overwhelming to the contrary. In the 12mo. 
there has been mechanical condensation, 
but this seems in no way to affect the 
orchestration, nor to leave out a note sor 


bar of the music, It can be used to extract 


the parts for the artists, singers, chorus, and 
musicians. It also contains the libretto. 
In view of such publication, neither the 
composer nor his heirs can insist that per- 
formance be enjoined. 

“It is further contended that by reason 
of certain transactions in which Conried 
and Goldmark, an alleged partner, partici- 
ater he should be estopped from perform- 
ing ‘ Parsifal.’ As to that branch of the 
case the facts are in dispute, and it should 
not be decided upon ex parte affidavits.” 


THE KNEISEL QUARTET.

Franck’s Quartet, Smetana’s Trio, and a 


Quartet by Dittersdorf Played at 
the Second Concert. 


The Kneisel Quartet gave their hearers 
one of their most difficult problems at the 
second concert of their series last evening in 


Mendelssohn Hall. It was their programme 
which was the cause of questionings. 
for it contained two works, not new to this 
city, but at least unfamillar to many of 
the audience—works that speak in unfamil- 
iar idiom and that voice a form and content 
that make most exacting demands upon the 
tolerance and discrimination. They were 
César Franck’s quartet in D minor and 
Smetana’s pianoforte trio in G minor. 

It is plain that Mr. Kneisel conceives it to 
be a part of his duty to lay open and pre- 
sent to his supporters the modern develop- 
ment of chamber music in many directions, 
into which he has entered with an open- 
minded enthusiasm and the eager zest of an 
explorer. It is not necessarily as a propa- 
gandist that he works, but it is right and 
proper that an organization of the author- 
ity and power of Mr. Knelsel’s should look 
toward progress and that its leader should 
have his ear to the ground, his eye to the 
heaven, against the coming of a new mes- 
sage in art. It is right and proper, but it is 
also difficult and laborious. 

The public is never eager for such a 
message nor patient to listen to or for it; 
it wants the old idiom, the old substance, 
the familiar thing. And although Mr. 
Kneisel has in New York the most ¢ulti- 
vated and musically adept public that this 


country can furnish, he put its patience 
and its power of assimilation to a severe 
test last evening. 

Franck's quartet is the last of his works, 
and embodies in the most characteristic 
way all his ideals as to style,and content. 
As quartet writing it iss of supreme skill, 
for it presents through the freest and full- 
est part writing a complex structure seek- 
ing for nothing beyond the capacity of the 
four instruments to express, expressing 
that capacity fully, and with a ravishing 
tonal beauty. Its difffeulty is in its musi- 
ca! content. 

It is hard to lay hold of much thematic 
substance in the first movement. Its ton- 
ality is vague; its form is vague; its several 
sections, together forming a length more 
or less heavenly, as the attitude of its 
listeners suggests, have no clearly defined 
relation to each other. There is a fugato 
upon an ill-defined theme; there are pas- 
sages of ugliness without apparent motive. 
It is full of harmonies of vague richness, 
of a kind not taught in the schools. Yet 
their ebb and flow create an atmosphere 
surcharged and colored with moody ex- 
pression, indefinite as it is. 

The scherzo is a delicious piece of shim- 
mering lightness—the name of Mendclssohn 
springs to the lips; yet in its essence there 
could be nothing further from the Mendel- 
ssohnian. ‘“ Tristan’’ harmonies appear in | 
it; they reappear in the following larghetto, 
with its Janguorously freighted theme; and 
in the final allegro there is still more 
thematic recapitulation from the earlier 
movements in its vehement and ¢agitated 
course. Whatever may be thought of the 
significance of this ‘plece as music, its 
many beattiful traits cannot be overlooked; 
nor can it be doubted that it is absolutely 
successful in expressing what the .com- 
poser wished to express. Its performance 
Was a masterpiece of perfect comprehen- 
sion and perfect execution on the part of 
the four players. 

Smetana’s trio is music of mu6h sterner 
mold. of much more drastic accent. It is 
rhapsodical, erratic, with frequently inter- 
rupted trains of thought. There is the Bo- 
hemian national coloring through it, and 
the suggestion of folk-song influence in 
some of its themes. But there is a tragic 

‘rsonal note, besides, that tells of the piti- 

ul life history of the first of the Bohemian 
nationalists. It is not always beautiful in 
its essence, and in places verges on the 
trivia!, but it has strength and vigor, and 
in this spirit it was interpreted. 

Mr. Ferdinand Von Inten, who played the 
piano part, was welcomed upon his reap- 

earance as a chamber musician by friend- 

y auditors, many of whom remembered his 
activity in this capacity in years gone by. 
He. played not always with absolute. cer- 
tainty, but with a fine intelligence and with 
the discretion and self-abnegation of the ex- 
perienced ensembie player. 

The quartet by Dittersdorf in E flat re- 
laxed the intellectual tension that was 
created by the two modern works with its 
eighteenth century naiveté. There are no

DRESSER-WHITLOCK HEARING,

" Joseph H. Hoadley as Schwab’s Conti- 
dential Agent—Why Stock Was 
Increased an Extra $5,000,000 
-——Nixon’s Testimony. 


Openly accusing Charles M. Schwab of 
attempting to bribe Lewis Nixon to approve 
the Sheldon reorganization plan for the 
United States Shipbuilding Company, Sam- 
uel Untermyer, lawyer for the complain- 
ants in the suit against the trust, plied Mr. 
. Nixon with questions that resulted in mak- 
ing yesterday’s resumed hearing the most 
Sensational session of the many held be- 
fore Special Examiner Henry D. Oliphant, 
in the law library of Guggenheimer, Unter- 
myer & Marshall, at 30 Broad Street. 

For the first ‘time the name of Joseph H. 
Hoadiey of International Power and Man- 
hattan Transit fame, made its appearance 
among the dramatis personae of the ship- 


building investigation. He figured as a sort 
of confidential agent for Mr. Schwab, or 
Mr. Nixon, or both. Mr. Nixon admitted on 
the stand that Hoadley held his shipyard 
bonds, worth $100,000, and that there was 
an agreement between Schwab and Hoadley 
for the former to take these bonds at $90, 
notwithstanding their depreciated value on 
.the market, on condition that the reor- 
ganization scheme should be put through. 

Another disclosure made at the session 
Was the story of how the Shipbuilding Com- 
+ Pany’s capital stock was increased $25,000,- 
000 at a jump instead of $20,000,000, when 
the latter sum was all that was needed 
to give Schwab the bonuses required in the 
purehase of the Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany’s stock. Daniel Le Roy Dresser, said 
the witness, made the first suggestion 
about the extra $5,000,000, remarking that 
the Trust Company of the Republic had 
done more than it had agreed to do, and 
therefore ought to get some more money. 
Out of that remark developed the plan to 
provide the $5,000,000. 

Of that $5,000,000 in common stock, Dres- 
ser got $1,000,000, Max Pam got $1,000,000, 
Nixon got $1,000,000 temporarily, and the 
Trust Company of the Republic got the 
fourth $1,000,000. Mr. Nixon did not know 
what.became of the fifth million. As to his 
Share and Dresser'’s, Mr. Nixon said he 
pever took his for himself, but_it was trans- 
ferred to the company and later to the Re- 
organization Committee, and he understood 
that Dresser’s went-to the Trust Company 
of the Republic. He gave no reason for 
providing the $5,000,000, except that Dres- 
ser had suggested and Pam had acquiesced. 

It appeared at the start of the hearing 
that there had been no basis for the reports 
that William D. Guthrie, representing the 
company and Mr. Schwab, was to retire 
from the contest. He, with Charles C. 
Deming, .of Alexander & Green, were at 
their places on time at 10:30 A. M. Henry 
Wollman appeared with Mr. Untermyer for 
the complainants, and there was also pres- 
ent a represeritative of James B; Dill, at- 
torney fop the Trust Company of the Re- 
public. - 

MR. NIXON’S TESTIMONY. 


Mr. Nixon, whose testimony was inter- 
rupted by the last adjournment on Nov. 5, 
took his place in the witness chair. He was 
called on by Mr: Untermyer to explain: the 
statement to the New York Stock Exchange 
last December that the current assets of 
the Bethlehem Steel Company were $4,001,- 
018.46. He admitted that $250,000 of these 
assets had been ‘“ written off’’ by Jones, 
Caesar & Co., accountants, after an exam- 
ination of. the books.. He himself had made 
no investigation of the books, but a state- 
ment had. been made by Mr. Schwab. 


Q.—And it was these statements of Mr. Schwab 
po the Shipbuilding Company relied on? A.—

Hoadley was his adviser. Hoadley sug- 
gested that’a plan for assessing the stock 
would be best to rehabilitate the Shipyard 
Trust.

Hoadley said he would underwrite a mill- 
ion the assessment if Schwab would 
take rest. It was here that Mr. Nixon 
rem he was like a drowning man 
grombin at a straw.

*‘ Here is Mr. Hoadley.” Then he left them 
together. Three hours later Hoadley called 
him up and said: ‘‘Come over at once, for 
I want to see you."”’ He went. He asked 
Hoadley if Schwab accepted the assess- 
ment plan. Hoadley said: ‘‘ Not yet.’’ But 
Hoadiey eo ae hope... Some time ponees- 
Then Hoadley said it was impossible to 
get Schwab to like the scheme. Schwab 
had told him he would not a e to change 
the Sheldon reorganization plan ‘“‘ by cross- 
ing a t or dotting an 1.”’

the United States Shipbuilding Company to 
agree to the reorganization plan. 

** My proposition,’’ continued the lawyer, 
“is to show that Mr. Schwab bribed, or 
attempted to bribe, the President of the 
company to agree to a plan to which he 
had objetted.”’ 

‘““We object,” said Mr. Guthrie, “to an 
obvious attempt to discredit your own wit- 


ness. 
“ATTEMPT TO IMPEACH SCHWAB.” 


“It is not that,’ replied Mr. Untermyer. 
“It is an attempt to impeach and dis- 
credit Mr. Schwab.” 

Mr. Nixon, asked if Hoadley did not urge 
him after May 26 to accept the Sheldon 
plan, said that Hoadley had told him every- 
thing possible toward effecting an assess- 
ment scheme had been done, and then had 
told him he could either accept or, refuse 
the Sheldon plan. Nixon, in reply, said 
he could not refuse a last chance to get 
money for the company, which by that 
time had gotten badly in the, hole, 

** Why,” asked Mr. Untermyer, ‘“ should 
Mr. Schwab take off yours or Mr. Hoad- 
ley’s hands $100,000 in bonds at $90, whén 
the value of the bonds was far below that 
on the market, and make his action condi- 
tional on the success of the reorganization 
plan?”

I never intended or agreed to increase 
my interests in the syndicate or in the properties 
except upon the proposed plan of reorganization 
being successfully consummated. 

In the meantime, and in view of the opposition 
now existing, I see no reason why I should 
modify the agreement I made.

Since the transactions mentioned in this 
correspondence Mr. Nixon has received a 
letter from Mr. Hoadley. Though this was 
not put in evidence, the witness consulted 
it on the stand.

I have sent .you copies of 
the correspondence had between Mr. Schwab and 
myself, which took place at the time I was en- 
deavoring to arrive at an amicable understanding 
with hin; ag to whether he would pay his assess- 
ment on the controlling exchange of stock he told

You understand that all of my propositions to 
Mr. Schwab were based on the condition that Mr. 
Sheldon would take charge of the financial opera- 
tion of the deal, and even now, if you could dis- 
entangle this matter and ‘allow your stockholders 
a right to go in on the reorganization by paying 
@ small assessment, I would have my associates 
join you and furnish the $1,000,000 cash that you 
would require under your original plan of re- 
organization, always assuming, of course, that 
Mr. Sheldon will stay in the saddle and attend 
to the financial end of the new corporation. 

Your criticism of me in influencing you to 
approve of reorganization is unjust, as I did it 
for your best interests, and it was after Mr. 
Schwab agreed to all he did, and. with the best 
favor possible, that I brought you the letter 
which you signed as requested by me, and 
which that night I sent to Mr, Schwab's house, 
and, as stated, it was after Mr, Schwab had 
agreed to comply with my request, In order to 
protect me from loss in the case of advances, 
which had been made, and were to be made to 
you at that time.

It was agreed finally to give 
Dresser’s trust company $5,000,000 of com- 
mon stock. On their way out of Schwah's 
office Dresser said to him:

<new, Dresser, who received a second mill- 
jon, turned it over to his trust ‘company 
along with its million. Pam got his, the 
witness thought, but what became of the 
fifth million the witness did not know. 

Mr. Nixon told hdw he wanted to put in 
bids on tWo gfeat battleships for the 
Eastern Company's zeres last June, but 
according to orders from Pam his figures 
were not allowed to go in, and so the Ship- 
building Company lost the jobs. Pam's 
figures, obtained from whence the witness 
did not know, were so high that the Goy- 
ernment did not consider them. They were 
the highest submitted. 

it was testified that the Shipbuilding 
Company secured materials from the Beth- 
lehem works at niger prices than would 
have been paid if the materials were 
bought in open market. There was a bar- 
gain by which the shipyard combine was 
to do this, and bids of the Midvale Works 
and other firms were not asked, as far as 
the witness knew, although he believed 
there had been purchases outside in small 
amounts. Asked if he had any control over 
Bethlehem, whose stock was owned by the 
shipyard company, he said the shipbuilding 
Directors had a power of veto over the 
Bethlehem Directors, but it was not exer- 
cised, The Bethlehem minutes were simply 
reviewed and approved. 

Both sets of Directors were nominated 
for the most part by Pam. The witness ad- 
mitted that he thought Pam represented 
interests represented by Schwab, and he 
knew Pam's policy would be in accord with 
Schwab's. Pam, while ruling the compa- 
nies, held one share of shipbuilding stock. 

Q.—Were you treating with a gentleman hav- 
ing one share or with him as agent of Mr. 
Schwab? A.—I assumed that Mr, Pam was in 
close touch with Mr. Schwab, and that any policy 
he advised probably had been discussed with Mr,

Mr. Untermyer introduced in evidence the 
Nixon-Dresser-Schwab-Morgan agreement 
of July 2, 1902, providing for the purchase 
of the Bethlehem Steel Works. The agree- 
ment, prepared by Pam, stated that J. P. 
Morgan & Co. held 290,910 Bethlehem shapes, 
out of a total of 300,000. J. P. Morgan & 
Co. were described as syndicate managers. 
Nixon and Dresser were to buy the 290,910 
shares from the syndicate managers, as 
well as other shares. From Schwab Messrs. 
Nixon and Dresser were to secure $7,246,- 
871.46 to aid them in purchasing the stock, 
and for this $7,246,871.46 they were’ to 
transfer to Schwab shipbuilding securities 
as follows: The entire extra issue of $10,- 
000,000 of 5 per cent. sinking fund gold 
bonds, 75,000 shares of non-assessable pre- 
ferred stock, and 75,000 shares of non-as- 
sessable common stock. 

Mr. Nixon .was asked when he first 
learned that J. P. Morgan & Co., and not 
Schwab, owned the Bethlehem, stock. He 
replied that he never did learn .until re- 
cently... He signed the documehts. The law- 
yers laid them before him to sign. The 
circumlocutions of, lawyers, he said, were 
beyond him, and he did not ask any one 
for an explanation -thereof. 

He was asked to identify the two receipts, 
but said he never saw them before. These 
receipts were introduced in evidence:

Mr. Nixon said the Shipbuilding Com- 
pany’s Directors passed a resolution last 
January directing that a call be made on 
the Trust Company of the Republic for 
stock held for the shipyard combine, but as 
far as he knew the call was not made. The 
resolution provided that the trust company 
be held responsible. No action in this line 
was taken. It was left in the hands of 
Pam and counsel, he said. As to the pro- 
motion of the combination, he admitted 
that he had little personal knowledge of 
the values of the plants, but relied on Mr. 
Young's statements principally. He did not 
believe the constituent companies had been 
grossly overpaid. 

After admitting that he subsequently ex- 
amined the Eastern Company’s plant, he 
said he judged that it had cost between 
$350,000 and §$400,000. The combine paid 
the Eastern $500,000 in cash and $500,000. in 
bonds, in addition to stocks. Mr. Unter- 
myer asked if the witness would be sur- 
prised to know that the Eastern plant cost 
only $180,000. Mr. Nixon said he would. 
The hearing was adjourned until Dec. 8 
at 10:30 A. M. After the adjournment Mr. 
Untermyer stated that Mr. Nixon's connec- 
tion with the a> uate negotiations 
was in nowise culpable. 


MUST PAY FOR OVERTIME. 


Verdict for $1,782.in Favor of Foreman 
Grady and Against Water Sup- 
ply Department. 


John Grady, a foreman in the Water Sup- 
ply Department, yesterday recovered a ver- 
dict in the Supreme Court, after a trial be- 
fore Justice Barrett and a jury, for $1,782, 
for work performed by him outside the reg- 
ular hours of work prescribed by the de- 
partment, and especially for services ren- 
dered during the night time. 

The cas¢ was.a test case, there. being 
many claims similar to that of Grady, The 
main defense on the part of the city was 
that the plaintiff was employed at a salary 
of $5 a day, and that it was understood he 


should be on call at all hours, and receive 
no additional compensation for overtime. 
The statute of limitations was also pleaded 
as a bar to the action, and also the lack of 
an appropriation to cover the service ‘al- 
leged to have been rendered. 

Senator Guy submitted documentary proof 
to show, that a sufficient appropriation had 
been made for such services. Counsel also 
proved that it had been the custom of the 
department to pay foremen for overtime.

' obeyed, but. Neidemeier burst in. the win- 
dow.of the office and commenced shooting. 

Van Dine then broke down the door with 
a sledge hammer, Marks says, and went 
into the office and took all the money. he 
could find. 

In all, $2,250 was secured, and Marks 
says the money was evenly divided among 


the three men. ‘The next day Marks and 
his companions went to Denver, where 
they remained but a short time. From 
Denver they went to Cripple Creek, and 
in a week they came back to Chicago. 


Since then, according to Marks, they have 
been implicated in a number of hold-upg 
and shooting affairs.

BIG LONG ISLAND CITY FIRE. 


Architectural Iron Works_ Entirely 
Wiped Out—Loss Estimated at 
$300,000. 


Fire which burned for hours last night 
wiped out the architectural iron works of 
Richey, Browne & Donald at Borden and 
Review Avenues and Newtown Creek, in 
Leng Island City. At 11 o'clock last night, 
when the fire was under control, but the 
firemen still at work, the loss was esti- 
mated at almost $300,000. This was but 
partly covered by insurance. 

The fire started at about 6:45 o'clock in 
a one-story building in which, it is said, 
a new blast furnace was started yesterday 
afternoon, Whether the flames were start- 
ed by a spark or there was an explosion 
in the furnace is not known. From this 
building the fire spread to a four-story 
frame ana corrugated iron building 700 by 
10C feet in dimensions. From this building 
the fire ‘in turn attacked a series of small 
buildings used by different departments of 
the firm. 

In all, ‘the fire’ burned over an area of 
about: three acres. Three alarms were 
turned in, and the entire Fire Department 
of the Hunter’s Point, Astoria, Blissville, 
and Ravenswood sections, together with en- 
eines from the Greenpoint section of Brook- 
lyn, responded. 

The fireboats Seth Low, Boody, and Van 
Wyck steamed up the creek, and an im- 
mense volume of water was thrown upon 
the flames, but appeared to have no effect. 
The fire practically burned itself out, and 
not a timber on the whole three acres was 
left uncharred. 

he firemen at the height of the fire had 





considerable trouble in preventing the 
flumes from spreading to near-by build- 
irgs. The buildings were largely of wood 


and oil-soaked, They threw forth flames 
to a great height and sparks were carried 
to a considerable distance. The wind, how- 
ever, carried a good portion of the barning 
embers into the creek. 

The fire was discovered by a watchman 
after all of the day employes had left, so 
that no one was injured. The greatest loss 
was in the main building, which was filled 
with machinery of a complicated charac- 
ter, which was used to do the fancy turning 
of the iron. There was also on hand a 
large quantity of finished product, which 
wiil have to be resmelted, and ts therefore 
a total loss. 

It was close to midnight before the fire 
apearatee was relieved from duty at the 
ire.

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CUBA PUT OFF AGAIN. 

Considered frém any point of view, 
the Senate’s refusal to take final action 
on the reciprocity treaty with Cuba be- 
fore the adjournment of the extra ses- 
sion is an act of discourtesy to the Pres- 
ident. In his message he stated with 
great force’ the irrefutable arguments 
for prompt action on the treaty. The 
concurrence of both houses was requi- 
site. The House has acted. The Senate 
postpones action until the regular ses- 
sion. 

The general conclusion will be that 
unless favorable action by the Senate 
Was practically assured in advance, the 
extra session was ‘unnecessary. To en- 
tertain that belief is to criticise the 
President. The Senate appears to have 
adopted the perverse policy of supplying 
We can 
conceive of no other motive unless the 
still more detestable one of a wish to 
serve the interests of the Beet Sugar 
Trust is to be assumed. 

At any rate, the Senate has acted with 
flagrant disregard of its public duty and 
of the National interest. The benefits of 
the treaty are reciprocal. We shall de- 
rive as much good from it as Cuba—in 
the end more. The House would have 
been justified in refusing to adjourn 
until the Senate acted on the treaty. 











A CASE FOR ARBITRATION. 

The European holders of Colombian 
bonds who insist that Panama must as- 
sume a portion of the national debt will 
find themselves in a stronger position if 
they rest their contention on the ground 
of equity instead of on that of legal obli- 
gation. There is a general assumption 
in international law that when a nation 
is dismembered and a new sovereignty is 
created out of the part removed, the 
debt and obligations of the parent na- 
tion should be rateably distributed. This 
is not, however, an established principle, 
and in the case of Colombia there is no 
fixed rule or custom or concurrence of 
precedent which would justify her cred- 
itors in demanding as a matter of right 
that Panama assume a share of the 
debt. The text writers are not in agree- 
ment. KENT says that “in the event of 
a State being divided into two or more 
independent sovereignties the obligations 
which had accrued to the whole before 
the division are rateably binding on the 
different parts.” The more modern 
views are thus summarized by TAYLOR: 

A narrower and more technical rule pre- 
vails when the parent State is’ deprived of 
a portion of its territory which is erected 
into an entirely distinct political com- 
munity. The cogent reasoning in such a 
case is that, as a man who loses an arm 
or a leg in battle is not thereby relieved of 
any part of his obligations, so a State 
that is so dismembered as to suffer no 
loss of identity remains bound as before 
for its entire general indebtedness. ‘‘ Such 
a change,’’ HALLECK says, ‘“‘no more af- 
fects its rights and duties than a change in 
its internal organization or in the person 
of its rulers. This doctrine applies as well 
to debts due to, as well as from, foreign 
States, and to its rights of property and 
treaty obligations, except so far as such 
treaty obligations may have particular 
reference to the revolted or dismembered 
territory or province.’’ In other words, the 
old State continues its corporate life with- 
out interruption, it retains all general State 
property and all general benefits resulting 
from treaties, with full liability for gen- 
eral obligations, with which the new crea- 
tion taken from its side may disavow all 
legal connection. The new State, on its 
part, carries with it only local obligations. 

Precedents created in practice of na- 
tions count for more than the opinions of 
writers on international law. When 
Sweden and Norway were divided, each 
assumed its proportionate share of the 
public debt. This was the case also 
when West Virginia was taken from the 


‘$tate of Virginia, but the obligation then 


‘assumed has never been discharged by 
the new State. In taking Alsace and 
Lorraine, Germany took with them no 
obligation to pay any part of the French 
debt; instead, she exacted an enormous 
cash indemnity in addition to the terri- 
torial loss she inflicted on her conquered 
foe. In the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, 
which concluded our war with Mexico, 
we took over New Mexico and Califor- 
nia and agreed to pay for the territory 
the sum of $15,000,000, and to pay also 
American claims against Mexico, but we 
assumed no part of her debt. In the 
Peace Conference at Paris at the end of 
the war with Spain the Spanish Com- 
missioners labored for days to persuade 
our Commissioners to accept on behalf of 
the United States the obligation to pay 
what they called the Cuban debt, 
amounting to about $170,000,000. They 
insisted that the Cuban debt was sepa- 
‘rate from the Spanish debt, that it had 
been incurred for Cuban purposes, and, 
to use a phrase now become current, 
“ran with the land.” The American 
Commissioners refused to have anything 
to do with the Cuban debt, first, because, 
in the peace protocol of Aug. 12, Spain 
had agreed unconditionally to relinquish 
ber sovereignty over Cuba, and, second, 
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because the debt had been incurred with- 
out the consent of the Cuban people, and 
really not for their benefit but for their 
oppression, 

These cases are not all parallel w'to 
the case of Panama, but the general 
principle seems to be that, by the fact of 
the revolt and secession, Colombia is not 
relieved of any part of her debt, and 
that the new republic is not legally 
bound to assume any part of it. As a 
matter of equity there is very good 
ground for the contention that Panama 
ought to assume an equitable share of 
the obligation to pay the Colombian 
bond. Such a decision on her part would 
tend to preservé peace and tranquillity 
on the Isthmus. The matter is, there- 
fore, one in every way appropriate for 
reference to The Hague tribunal of ar- 
bitration, The influence of our Gov- 
ernment, which in respect to Panama 
affairs may be said to be controlling, 
ought to be exercised to that end.

THE STEEL CORPORATION. 

The\ “hammering” which the Steel 
Corporation has received during the past 
few months is probably not yet at an 
end. But it requires no very intimate 
knowledge of the position of the corpo- 
ration and of what has been going on 
within it, as well as outside of it, to war- 
rant the conclusion that the causes which 
have engendered distrust from the 
point of view of Wall Street have 
ceased to operate, The conservative 
business men in the management, 
with large interests in its securities 
and more experience than they had a 
year ago, have taken control of its af- 
fairs, and in future schemes which prom- 
ise more advantage to underwrfters than 
to the corporation will be negatived with 
whatever emphasis may be needed to 
make it understood that the purpose of 
the management is to manufacture steel 
on a large scale and profitably. 

The technical management of the cor- 
poration is and from the first has 
been good. Within less than two 
years great and systematic economies 
have been effected through the amal- 
gamation of plants which can be 
run better under one organization than 
under many. A conspicuous illustra- 
tion of this is furnished by the bring- 
ing together under one organization of 
the Carnegie, National, and American 
Steel Hoop plants, by which large sav- 
ings were effected without loss of effi- 
ciency in any department. The’ same 
process has been going on in the depart- 
ments of ore mining, coal mining and 
coking, and in transportation by land 
and water, and is not yet finished. The 
reduction of operating expenses thus 
effected represents a large total. As 
the condition of the company’s 
properties, it is asserted that every 
plant of the whole system is in much 
better physical condition than when the 
merger was effected, and is running with 
an economy never before attained. One 
striking illustration will show what has 
been accomplished in this direction, Tak- 
ing the Carnegie practice as the stand- 
ard, it was found that the cost of open- 
hearth steel in one of the company’s 
large plants exceeded that in the Carne- 
gie works by 60 per cent. Men familiar 
with the Carnegie practice were sent to 
the other plant and changes found nec- 
essary were promptly made, with the 
result that the cost of open-hearth steel 
in the two mills is now equal, not by the 
raising of the Carnegie costs but by re- 
ducing those of the other plant. This, 
or something like it, has been going on 
all over the field of thé company’s oper- 
ations. 

In its blast furnace practice, great 
economies have been effected by the in- 
creased use of the Mesaba ores, which 
originally presented some difficulties ow- 
ing to the fact that they are soft and 
friable. In some instances the furnaces 
of the merger are running on as much as 
75 to 80 per cent. of Mesaba ore, in ad- 
mixture with Old Range ore which costs 
more to mine and has no other advan- 
tage over the Mesaba than its lump 
character and hardness. This is typical 
of what has been going on all along the 
line. 
constituent plants made together about 
57 per cent. of the steel product of the 
United States, This has been gradually 
advanced until the share of the Steel 
Corporation is now about 65 per cent. 

The pessimistic view of Wall Street as 
to the position and future of the Steel 
Corporation does not impress those who 
are identified with its productive and dis- 
tributive activities. A consensus of opin- 
ion among the mining and metallurgical 
engineers of the management would show 
an unalterable conviction that if it gave 
up steel manufacture altogether and de- 
voted itself to the development of its re- 
sources of ore, fuel, and limestone, the 
open market profit derived therefrom be- 
fore these resources were exhausted would 
redeem at par every bond and share of 
stock represented in its capitalization, A 
conservative estimate of its available ore 
supplies in the Lake Superior district is 
700,000,000 tons; it has extensive coal 
properties in the Connellsville and Poca- 
hontas districts, and yery valuable de- 
posits of limestone in Western Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, and elsewhere. Of these its 
Lake Superior properties are the most 
valuable because unique. They cannot 
be duplicated or replaced when exhaust- 
ed, The Steel Corporation owns or con- 
trols 80 per cent. of the Lake Superior 
ore, and last year mined and shipped 
about 27,500,000 tons. 

Such facts as these, which any one who 
will take the trouble to investigate may 
jearn for himself, since they are not se- 
crets, are well to bear in mind when 
from the point of view of the stock mar- 
ket it may look as if the bottom had 
dropped out of the steel business. Other 
plans of organization might have been 
more conservative and other schemes of 
finance wiser; but the values underly- 
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‘ing the merger do not shrink or fluctu- ! to think now, he would have seen in the 


ate. They are real, tangible, and of al- 
most incalculable value, Depression in 
general business is rather a stimulus 
than a discouragement to the productive 
and distributive departments of the 
management, They ‘are building up a 
very large export trade and mean to 
hold it, whatever the requirements of the 
home market. 





RUSSIFYING FINLAND., 

Russian administration is accumulat- 
ing precedents of national perfidy in all 
parts of the world in which there are 
Russian interests, But the Russification 
of Finland remains the most signal ex- 
ample, and the process is carried on with 
a brutality which is entirely worthy of 
its shamelessness. 

A case which is exciting the particular 
indignation of Europe is that of M. Ha.- 
LONBLAD, formerly Mayor of the town of 
Sordavala. Heretofore, when a Finland- 
er’s patriotic indignation against Russia 
has become active enough to be incon- 
venient it has been the custom of the 
Russian authorities to exile him. This is 
the’ first case in which the sentence of 
exile has been changed to one of deporta- 
tion to Russia. It was originally intend- 
ed to send this exile to Russia by forced 
marches, But he obtained the gracious 
privilege of going by rail on condition of 
paying his own fare and the fares of the 
two policemen detailed to accompany 
him. When we inquire into the reasons 
for this very drastic treatment we find 
that the exile has furnished none, since 
he has taken no part in politics excepting 
to refuse certain demands made upon 
him as Mayor, upon the ground that 
they were illegal, in consequence of 
which refusal he was removed from his 
Mayoralty. The accepted explanation is 
that the Governor of Viborg was 
snubbed last Spring by a visiting Rus- 
sian Grand Duke, who refused the Gov- 
ernor’s invitation to accept that of the 
Mayor, and that the Mayor subsequently 
refused to the Governor a seat in the 
Mayor’s carriage which had been of- 
fered to the Grand Duke. The: Grand 
Duke being beyond the reach of the Gov- 
ernor’s spite, and the Mayor within it, 
the Mayor suffers. This explanation, if 
accepted, tends to bear out the charge of 
the Finlanders, in their published pro- 
test to Europe, that “the selection of 
victims had been determined chiefly by 
personal rancor on the part of Russian 
officials.” 

Although the Czar had to leave Russia 
in order to find out what was going on 
in Finland, not to say in Russian Asia 
and in Russia itself, there is reason to 
think that he has now been informed. In 
that case, as a just man, he will doubt- 
Jass see the necessity of making very 
short work with the Governor of Viborg, 
MIASOYEDEFF by name.

THE PARASITE OF CANCER. 

The Abernethian Society of London has 
been advised that Dr. Orro ScumiptT of 
Cologne has succeeded in isolating the 
specific parasite of cancer, and estab- 
lished the fact that what have been 
regarded as the relatively numerous mi- 
cro-organisms hitherto observed in these 
morbid growths, and which have been 
more or less vaguely associated with the 
disease, are really one family, but as- 
different shapes under different 
conditions, If this discovery is substan- 
tiated, a long step has been taken in 
dealing with this baffling and terrible 
malady. It in q sense prepares us for 
the announcement that Dr. ScumiptT has 
discovered a serum which in a cancerous 
patient has the power of destroying the 
cancer cells. Dr. Russe. of Edinburgh 
not long since reached conclusions al- 
most identical with those announced by 
Dr. ScHMIDT, but was more discreet in 
announcing them, although subsequent 
microscopic investigations in England 
and in this country seemed to emphasize 
the importance of his work. 

If Dr. Scumipt has succeeded in iso- 
lating .the specific parasite of cancer 
he has done a great work and one from 
which incalculable benefit to humanity 
will result. The matter is regarded with 
enough interest in London to warrant 
the sending of a qualified specialist to 
Cologne to study Dr. Scumipt’s method, 
The most interesting experiments thus 
far made in cancer treatment of which 
full records are available are with ra- 
dium, in which Dr. Exner, who was 
commissioned for the purpose by the 
Vienna Academy of Science, has had 
very encouraging results in ameliorative 
treatment. It will be tested to final 
conclusions by the staff of the London 
Cancer Hospital. 
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MITCHELL ON STRIKES. 
In his speech at the dinner of the Uni- 
versalist Club Mr, JoHN MITCHELL said: 


I am glad to have an opportunity of say- 
ing in New York that my chief business is 
not the organization of strikes. I abhor 
strikes. They bring misery and hardship to 
too many men and women. I am in favor 
of a strike only when all other meang to 
get the just rights of labor have failed. And 
I am glad to tell you that the understand- 
ing between labor and capital is getting 
better every day. * * * 

It must not be supposed that the trade 
agreement will prevent all strikes. It will 
undoubtedly minimize these industrial con- 
flicts by obviating misunderstandings by 
showing each side the position of the other, 
by creating a more friendly feeling between 
employers and employés, and, finally, by 
making strikes and lock-outs, when they do 
occur, so widespread, general, and expensive 
that their recurrence will be avoided. 


This is interesting. If Mr. MiTcHpi4u 
means what he says, he must have 
learned a great deal since the time when 
he devoted weeks of strenuous effort to 
organizing the anthracite strike of 1900 
and to the inducing of the men employed 
in the Markle collieries to break their 
trade agreements, surrender important 
and entirely satisfactory advantages, and 
go on strike largely for the sake of strik- 
ing. 

Had he thought then as he professes 
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Markle agreements a standard to be 
reached through efforts to improve the 
condition of miners less favorably situ- 
ated. He would, perhaps, have been 
morally justified in employing the power 
of the strike to compel other employers 
to give their men advantages as great as 
those enjoyed by the Markle employés. 
MITCHELL’s part in this deplorable inci- 
dent is too well known and too distinctly 
remembered to be obliterated by plati- 
tudes and generalities. What he “ stands 
for”’ depends very much upon what he 
seeks to accomplish. Either the oppor- 
tunity does not yet exist for the labor 
leader to have “ principles,” or MITCHELL 
is not large enough to seize it. 


.A DOSE OF “RETALIATION.” 

Mr. Henry Norman, M. P., makes 
rather a diabolical suggestion to Mr. 
Ba.rour, through the medium of The 
London Times. Mr. BALFourR has com- 
mitted himself to the policy of retalia- 
tion, or rather to the policy of keeping 
at hand the weapons of retaliation, 
though he has not yet seen his way to 
go the whole protectionist hog of Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN. Mr. Norman calls the 
attention of the Prime Minister to the 
fact that Cuba is engaged in making a 
commercial treaty with the United 
States under which the United States 
becomes the most favored nation, and 
British interests will correspondingly 
suffer. Now, says Mr, NorRMAN, here is 
a chance to test the retaliatory principle 
without turning British commerce and 
British industry, as well as British poli- 
ttes, upside down. Let Mr. BALFouR 
bring in a bill imposing “ heavy retalia- 
tory duties upon Cuban tobacco, wher- 
ever manufactured,” and watch the re- 
sult. 

It is true that the commercial treaty 
in question is not yet ratified, in spite of 
the President's urgency, But suppose 
Mr. Ba.trour should take the suggestion 
seriously. He might be able to make a 
good case on the revenue-producing 
power of the heavier duties. He would 
undoubtedly have the support of the 
British analogue of the American Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance Union An 
any attempt to make tobacco dear, But 
he would have trouble in inducing mem- 
bers of Parliament to raise still higher 
what they regard as the exorbitant 
prices they already have to pay for their 
cigars. And it is very possibly Mr, 
NORMAN’sS knowledge of “the feeling of 
the House”’ on this point that makes his 
suggestion so diabolic. 











TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 





—Our appeal for explanation and defense 
from the women who took actual part in the 
riot at the RoXBURGHE wedding is evidently 
to remain unanswered. One woman has 
been kind enough to send us a letter telling 
how she and a friend allowed idle curiosity 
to involve them In the outer, but still suffi- 
clently tempestuous, edge of the maddened 
crowd, and she adnfitted that they found 
the experience rather more interesting than 
uncomfortable, but it was manifest from 
her narrative that they were observers 
rather than participants in the acts which 
haye excited so much contemptuous de- 
nunclation. These revelations were valu- 
able, so far as they went, but they did not 
go anywhere near the real root of the mat- 
ter, and, as for the few women who have 
commented upon the stories of the affair, 
as distinguished from the affair itself, of 
course their remarks were mostly of the 
ready-made order—second-hand and warmed- 
over indignation of no value and dubious 
sincerity. Our attention, however, has been 
called to an explanation of what happened, 
presented by a woman writer in The Hart- 
ford Times, as meeting our demand for 
first-hand information. This it doesn’t do, 
but we are interested in it, nevertheless, 
because it puts forward, in an elaborated 
and slightly changed form, our own labori- 
ous defense of the rioters. ‘‘ When each 
woman arrived where the show was to 
take place,”’ says this writer, ‘‘she found a 
swarm of others bent upon the same pur- 
pose, In the intense desire to obtain a view 
the excitement kept increasing until a 
powerful thought current, proceeding from 
the individuals and uniting as a whole, 
swept 
crowd, stimulating it to still greater ex- 
citement, and, consequently, acts of folly. 
Women are impressionable. Between their 
inquisitiveness, the newspaper reports that 
intensified it, and the concentrated thought 
current that swept over and ensnared them 
in its psychological net, the women lost 
their heads. This law of thought waves 
often works on both men and women in ex- 
citing revival meetings, Presidential elec- 
tions, political processions, riots, the Stock 
Exchange, and in all crowds where people 
are wrought up to a high pitch of excite- 
ment. This law is subtle and dangerous in 
its work, and is manifested in many and 


various ways. Women; above all others, 
should learn to understand and avoid its 
consequences.’ The references here to 


‘thought currents ”’ excite suspicion, as it 
is a stereotyped phrase from the jargon of 
current mysticism, in pretense new and in 
fact as old as discredited, but on its face 
the statement is orthodox, and like enough 
to our own exposition of crowd psychology 
to be a paraphrase of it.

~—-A non-commissioned officer of artil- 
lery in the German Army has just been 
tried by court-martial at Frankfort-on-the- 
Main for the maltreatment of the soldie s 
under him. The verdict was somewhat 
remarkable, being “ guilty’ upon 693 sep- 
arate counts of the indictment, but with 
a qualifying decision by the court that 683 
of these counts were to be regarded as of 
minor importance, The penalty imposed 
was imprisonment for a year, with degrada- 
tion to the ranks. Thus are several inter- 
esting questions raised, and especially the 
question ase to the exact character of the 
abuse described as of minor importance, 
In other words, is the German °goldier 
regarded as unduly sensitive if he com- 
plains of blows inflicted with a stick no 
bigger than his thumb? That used to be 
the restriction imposed, we beljeve, upon 
British wife beaters. Perhaps, &s in this 
case the vietims are men, and soldiers at 
that, the limitation is not so strict, and 
the non-commissioned officers are allowed 
to stimulate the devotion and activity of 
their charges with sticks as big ag their 
wrists without bringing down upon them- 
selves official displeasure of real séverity. 
And if an offender gets a year in prison 
and loses his stripes for 10 major and 6838 
minor assaults upon his men, what is the 
exact value of each variety in terms of 
punishment? Here, now, is a problem well 
worthy to replace the age of Ann in the 
consideration of the amateur—very ama- 
teur—mathematicians who have been puz- 


like a wave over the unthinking, 
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gling their substitutes for brains so long 
over that ludicrously simple enigma, As 
to why any abuse at all of German soldiers 
should be regarded as of minor conse~ 
quence, that, of course, is a question not 
to be attempted on this side of the water, 
it being a mystery beyond solution under 
any training except that given by a Contli- 
nental monarchy. 


It would never do to condemn in ad- 
vance the plan devised by Deputy Commis- 
sioner Piper for regulating the movements 
of carriages in the streets around the Opera 
House, but as his plan is not to be tried 
for several days it is still open doubtless 
to revision and amendment. There is no 
unseemliness, therefore, in expressing the 
conviction that, whatever the improvement 
he may effect in a condition of affairs un- 
doubtedly of equal difficulty and gravity, 
and both great, he will not accomplish all 
that might be accomplished if he confines 
his efforts to reducing the confusion out- 
side the building. He should, also, give his 
mind to the establishment of something like 
orderamong the people inside. At present 
they all hurry toward the exits at the close 
of the performances, and crowd within, at, 
and just without the doors in a mass so 
unwieldly and so nearly impenetrable that 
even when a carriage does struggle into 
place, the owners cannot reach it without a 
battle of more or less duration. A sugges- 
uon that immediately occurs to one pon- 
dering this problem is that there should te 
co-ordinated flashings of numbers within 
and without the building, one for the coach- 
man and the other for their employers. 
The latter, warned when to emerge from 
the lobbies, could do so without forcing 
their way through an anxious and impa- 
tient throng collected in a narrow space, 
and women, ill-prepared for prolonged wait- 
ing on cold stones in an icy air, would es- 
cape the present necessity to do so. The 
detailed working out of the idea that the 
audiences as well as the coachmen* need 
regulating is, of course, work for official 
minds, but there is nothing unpractical in 
it, and we believe it to be the key to suc- 
cess in the remedying of an evil of very 
long stunding, 





——Neither in tone nor substance are the 
replies made to the Rev. Dr. CorTLaAND 
MYERS by the Raymond Street Jail officials 
quite satisfactory—quite what they ought to 
be and what one had a right to hope they 
would be. It is evident enough that Dr. 
MYERS discovered an abuse, and an abuse 
that had been in existence for some time, 
The implicated saloon keeper practically 
confesses that he was able to secure admis- 
sion to the jail for his ‘‘friends,”’ by which, 
doubtless, he means his customers, and the 
official denials are denials of knowledge of 
what was going on rather than denials that 
the charges are true. But it was the paid 
business and sworn duty of these officlals 
to know what was going on, and ignorance 
is for them the very worst and weakest of 
excuses,

PAINTINGS BY LENBACH 





Portraits and Ideal Figures of the 
Munich Master at the 
Oehme Galleries. 





A Likeness of Prince Bismarck Which 
Belongs by Right in Some Pub- 
lic Museum. 





The report that Prof. Franz von Lenbach 
had suffered a slight attack of apoplexy 
was received with sympathy and concern 
wherever people live who care for modern 
paintings. Fortunately, the strong consti- 
tution of the Munich master soon overcame 
the attack, and after a trip to Italy he took 
up his brushes once more and applied him- 
self to his work with all the vigor which 
has stood him in good stead for the past 
twoscore years. 

That his hand has not lost its cunning is 
shown by one or two pictures in a collection 
of a dozen paintings at the Oehme Galleries, 
38 Fifth Avenue. “The Toilet,” a three- 
quarter length in profile, showing a woman 
in a blue gown arranging her tresses of red 
gold before a mirror, into which she darts a 
glance quite as serious as comports with 
that very important function, is warrant 
for the belief that there is no diminution in 
his powers. This is not a portrait, but the 
face is that of a noted actress in Munich, 
Fraulein Goldammer, whose portrait in full 
face is seen among the loans in the same 
collection. ‘‘ Thé Toilet” is a fine harmony 
in red, ivory white, and blue, in which the 
flesh tints emerge from the dark back- 
ground with the suavity of nudes by Hen- 
ner, with the soft contrast of figures by 
Correggio, 

The portrait of Miss Goldammer is lent 
by Mr. B. Guggenheim. In this the actress 
ig shown at a younger age and in some 
pose which we may accept as characteris- 


“istic, one hand to her brow, as she peers 


with an arch expression under the palm. 
The upper arm is foreshortened in a way 
that is not altogether happy; in other re- 
spects it is a gleeful picture, very charm- 
ing as to the color scheme, full of life and 
brilliancy, Prof. von Lenbach has such a 
strong liking for red hair that he has been 
known to seek introductions to foreigners 
when he saw among them some lady with 
locks of just the favorite shade and volun- 
teer to take the likeness of the happy maid 
or matron. It would be amusing to reckon 
the number of russet-haired dames and 
damsels he has put on canvas, Yet it 


would appear that in his own family he 
has no ruddy locks; the daughters whom he 
has so often painted have pale golden and 
ashy colored hair. 

The “ Little Girl with. Plums,” so sug- 
estive of certain pictures by Sir Joshua 
eynolds, is really a portrait of one of his 
daughters, and belongs to the period after 
his return from a visit to England, where 
the color schemes of the old British r- 
traitists took hold of his fancy. This little 
girl is sgured in the catalogue. It is a 
childish Pomona in a landscape with Au- 
c She has filled the front of her 
skirt with fruit, and gazes straight from 
the canvas with the intent look character- 
istic of many though not all of the master's 
faces. A third picture which belongs to 
those Mr. Julius Oehme has brought over 
this year is the profile half-length ‘‘ Little 
Girl at Prayer.’’ Here again we have one 
of the little Misses Lenbach. The coloring, 
however, is different. Perhaps in order to 
roduce another impression by a picture not 
ntended as a portrait, he has given a pallor 
to this little face which entails a surrender 
of the advantage Lenbach gains from his 
rich palette. 

The finest of all these pictures or por- 
traits of children is a likeness of little 
Miss Margaret Guggenheim in a rope | cos- 
tume. This is indeed an exquisite bit of 
work, lovely in tones, sweet in the expres- 
sion of that innocence and candor peculiar 
to children who are fortunate in their sur- 
roundings, and in fine a masterpiece. Here 
we have none of that insistent painting 
of the eyes which sometimes disturbs one 
in Lenbach's faces; all is in proper pro- 
pores. The handling of some of Aman- 
ean's portraits reminds one of this work;

the young French painter approaches the 
old Bavarian. Another capital head is a 
quick study, again a child, lent by Mr. 
uggenheim. Friulein Marion von Len- 
bach, a half length, Friiulein Gabrielle von 
Lenbach, lent by Mr. Ferdinand W. Roeb- 
ling, and rtraits of two of the Guggen- 
heim children on one canvas, are only 
second to the single figure of little Miss 
Margaret above mentioned. 

The pivot of this collection, however, is 
not a rtrait of a child or an actress, but 
one of Prince von Bismarck, lent by Mr. 
Hugo Reisinger, signed and dated at 
‘“*Friedriechsruh’”’ in 1891. The painter 
may have Bismarckian authority for intro- 
ducing an E in the second syllable of that 
name; at any rate, there it is. Among the 
vast number of portraits of the Iron Chan- 
cellor painted by him, this one must take 
igh rank, it is so simple and straightfor- 
ward, so restful in expression, so worthy 
of the great fame of the sitter. There is 
no helmet or cuirassier uniform, no yel- 
low scarf to add the charm of color. It 
is-a portrait as severe as one of the early 
German artists might have pairited. Here 
we have the Chancellor as his neighbors 
knew him, the landed proprietor, who has 
put aside the irritations of official life, and 
lives for his family and his estate. 

The background is unrelieved except for a 
bit of landscape seen through a severely 
rectangular window. We see the bulldog 
in the massive chin and nose, the stern 
but not unkindly eyes. We are in the act- 
ual prpaenee of a powerful individuality and 
would value it as a portrait if we did not 
know whom it represented or by whom it 
was made. One regrets to see that it Is a 
loan, not an importation, for it fs a picture 
that should find a place in the Metropoli- 
tan. We can scarcely expect to find an- 
other which reflects to such a degree the 
character of Bismarck, the man who car- 
ried through with infinite pains and pa- 
tience, by the exercise of all the arts of 
the statesman, the politician and the ora- 
tor, the unification of Germany. The owner 
of this splendid piece of portraiture is to be 
congratulated on his find, and certainly 
thanks are due to Mr. Oehme for giving 
New York a chance to see sO many ex- 
amples of a painter who ranks second to 
none in Germany to-day. After seeing the 
marvelous array of portraits at the Ameri- 
can Art Galleries, it is still worth one's 
while to visit this little gallery to gain a 
more complete idea of the range of Len- 
bach’s art. It is to be hoped that Kaulbach 
and Fritz von Uhde may be presented here 
as well, now that so good a beginning has 
been made with Lenbach, 

This master studied with Piloty and trav- 
eled to the Orient with Hans Makart, but 
he formed his style on the old masters, and 
after coquetting with genre work, devoted 
himself to portraiture. Rembrandt, of all 
the masters of the past, has had most to 
say in his style, but this is thoroughly indi- 
vidual. His own portrait, reproduced in 
the catalogue, does not reflect the jocular 
and fantastic side which he is apt to turn 
to his visitors, but the very serious side 
which appears in such portraits as the one 
of Prince Bismarck. It violates Whistler's 
rule that a figure should remain well back 
of the frame, but the head leaning forward 
with an intent gaze over the spectacles and 
the hand with brushes and palette reaching 
forward beyond the fictitioug oval frame 
that surrounds the half length, adds some- 
thing of intensity to the portrait,

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CHILDREN’S AID SOCIETY. 
Has Cared for 15,816 Children In Its Im 
dustrial Schools During the 

Past Year. ~ 


~The extent of the work accomplished 
during the past year by the Children’s Aid 
Society was shown yesterday by the soci- 
ety’s report, given out at its annual meet- 
ing, held in the Chase National Bank 
Building, at 15 Nassau Street. 

The report shows that 15,816 children were 
enrolled in the industrial schools of the so- 
ciety, their nationality being as follows: 
United States, 3,157;,.Germans, 2,128; Eng- 
lish, 114; Irish, 1,150; Bohemians, 821; Ital- 
fans, 5,226; Russians, 2,341; Hungarians, 
522; Slavs, Syrians, ¢&c., 357. 

The daily average attendance in these 
sehools has been 7,841. Children to the 
number of. 10,236 have been given relief in 
their homes, 4,302 have been sheltered in 
lodging houses, 692 have attended the farm 
school, 889 have been in charge of proba- 
tion officers, 1,522 have been treated by the 
Sick Children’s Mission, and 533 have been 
placed permanently in family homes during 
the year, making a total of 1,323 who have 
been thus provided for. ~ 

Three hundred and thirty-six boys and 
girls have been assigned to family homes 
where they receive wages, 428 have been 
assisted to emigrate with their parents, 
and 850 haye been returned to relatives. 
Hight thousand six hundred and forty-eight 
have been given a week's outing in Summer 
homes, while 5,408 have had a day’s outing, 

Of 602 boys sent to the farm school at 
Valhalla, Westchester County, during the 
year, 498 were given employment in the 


country, where they receive .wages, 70 
proved to be runaways who were returned 
to their friends, and 129 were classed as 
“worthless"’ and were allowed to return 
to the hab 

The society says that its “ efforts to find 
employment for boys in the country and 
small towns have nearly drained the city 
of the army of vagrant boys which former- 
ly infested our streets. uring the year 
but 4,802 boys and girls were sheltered in 
our lodging houses, as against 13,717 dur- 
ing the year 1883,”’ . 

ince the founding of the society, in 1853, 
it has placed in family homes 061 or- 
phans or abandoned children, provided sit- 
uations at wages in the country for 25,200 
older boys and girls, and restored 5,551 run- 
away children to parents. Among those 
once cared for ate a Governor of.a State, 
a Governor of a Territory, and two mem- 
bers of Congress. 

The receipts of the society have been 
$696,057.39 and its expenses $695,628.10, leav- 
ing a balance of $429.29.

PRICES OF TURKEY DECLINE. 


And Cranberries Are Much Lower Than 
at This Time Last Year. 


While there was a lively buying of tur- 
keys yesterday, the retail prices showed a 
marked decline compared with those of Sat- 
urday. The large retail houses quoted the 
best turkeys at 25 cents a pound, while the 
poorer grades ranged around 22 cents, One 
dealer admitted that the market was rather 
short, but said he had about 25,000 birds 
more. Another dealer had plenty on hand 
to last until the next consignment errives 
to-day. All in all, it was said that there 
had been an easing up of the situation, and 
unless something unexpected happened the 
supply would meet the demand at the pres- 
ent prices. 

On Saturday the prospect for an abun- 
dant supply of*turkeys looked pretty dark 
and prices were correspondingly raised. 
The Best grades were as high in some cases 
as 30 cents. 

It was evident yesterday that the hotel 
keepers as well as housekeepers were eager 
to take advantage of the reduced prices 
and the turkeys were snapped up at thé 


retail dealers’, but the supply seemed to 
all purposes inexhaustible.

While the prices of, turke 
very high as comiparea in 55 last year, 


there is no lack of cranberries at reasonea- 
ble prices. New York’s recelpts this year 
are about one-third larger than last year, 
amounting, in round numbers, to 175,000 
bushels, compared with 130,000 in 1902. 
Prices range chiefly from $7 to $8 per 110- 
quart barrel for fine quality of Cape Cod 
eranberries, and $6.20 to $6.25 for the New 
Jerseys. Owing to the much greater sup- 
ply these prices are much lower than last 
year.

LONDON, Nov. 24.—The Duke of Devon- 
shire presided and was the principal speaker 
at a great demonstration in Queen's Hall 
here to-night, under the auspices of the 
Free Food Ltague. It was the Duke’s 
first public speech since his resignation as 
Lord President of the Council and the first 
really important meeting of the Free Food- 
ers as an offset to the active propaganda 
of the Tariff Reform League. 

The hall was packed, and the prominent 
personages were given a tremendous re- 
ception. Among those present were the 
Duchess of Devonshire, Lord Balfour of 
Burleigh, Charles T. Ritchie, Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, Lord Goschen, Lord Hugh 
Cecil, Lord Robert Cecil, Lord Lytton, and 
@ number of leading members of the House 
of Commons. 

The Duke of Devonshire was given a 
great welcome. He said some members of 
the Free Food League were not altogether 
opposed to some form of protection, but 
they were all united and prepared to resist 
to the utmost the imposition of any pro- 
tective taxation on food or protective duties 
generally. He himself claimed the right to 
oppose anything in the nature of a return 
to protection. [Prolonged cheering. ] 

Continuing, the speaker said that while 
the fiscal policy was not yet a party ques- 
tion there was nothing which the advocates 
of the scheme, which emanated from the 
brain of a single eminent statesman, would 
like better than a general election which 
would turn on this question alone. [Cheers 
and hisses. | 

The Duke said the meeting was one of 
Unionists desiring to urge on the Govern- 
ment the danger of taking a certain course 
and the expendiency of resisting a certain 
course. It was not the policy of the Union- 
ist Government which was before the coun- 
try. The public liked a clear issue, and 
such an issue had been placed before them 
by Mr. Chamberlain, who left the Govern. 
ment in order that he might be free, 

He believed every one present was op- 
posed to Mr. Chamberlain’s policy, and 
urged that the policy of the Government 
must be more clearly defined. At present 
it was indefinite. 

The speaker also said that if he made any 
personal explanations regarding his resig- 
nation it would be from his place in Parlia- 
ment. He had tendered his resignation be- 
cause he could not, as the representative of 
the Government in the House of Lords, ex- 
press unqualified confidence in the policy 
Of the Cabinet concerning which he had 
grave misgivings and insufficient knowl- 
edge. 

Referring to the speeches of Premier 
Balfour he said that they did not indicate 
the objective policy of the Government, 
Hed he been assured that a moderate use 
of the proposed power of retaliation would 
be made by the Premier he might still be 
@ member of the Government. With certain 


limitations much might be said of the policy 
of retaliation, and it was conceivable that 
the ‘announcement of an intention to re- 
taliate might have the effect of extending 
the area of free trade, but he trusted that 
the Government would never enter on a 
poser of retaliation under the delusion that 
Was in itself a good thing. It would only 
make matters worse if in addition to the 
existing hostile tariffs against themselves 
built up walls which would prohibit 
restrict the importation of goods which,

BERLIN, Nov. 24.—It now appears that 
the Princess Alice, wife of Prince Victor 
Frederick of Schoenburg-Waldenburg, left 
her home at Gauvernitz three months ago, 
taking her son, eighteen months old, Her 
former coachman, Emilio, also disappeared 
gome time ago. The Princess supposedly is 
in Italy, The Princess's sister, the Princess 
Elvira of Bourbon, eldest daughter of Don 
Carlos, the Spanish pretender, eloped with 
an Italian painter, Folchi, several years 
ago, and lives with him at Milan. 

Prince and Princess Victor Frederick 
Ernest of Schoenburg-Waldenburg had 
lived apart for some time. The Prince had 
also broken off relations with his father, 
and is now hunting in Styria. 

Princess Alice is described as being small 
and pretty, with bewitching eyes, and of 
an extremely ardent temperament. The 
ecouchman, Emilio Materni, is reputed to be 
unusually handsome. He was married to 

German girl, but the Princess's liking for 
fim was well known at Gauernitz, where 
he occupied a position of confidence. 

Prince Frederick of Schoenburg-Walden- 
burg is described as an unsympathetic 
soldier.

SOCIALISTS BUSY IN JAPAN. 


Clamor for Peace with Russia and Alarm 


Mikado by Their Proletarial 
Propaganda. 


Lonpon TimMEs—New York Timea

LONDON, Noy. 25.—The correspondent 
of The Times at Paris telegraphs that 
the Socialist organ, La Petite Repub- 
lique, publishes the particulars of a So- 
cialist movement in Japan. 

The writer says that Japanese subjects 
are continuing amid great difficulties 
the propaganda and the organization of 
the proletariat of the empire. The Gov- 
ernment is alarmed over this develop- 
ment, and is extending its prosecution to 
the principal offenders. A Japanese, 
Seu Kalamaya, has been prosecuted for 
articles in the Socialist organ, and the 
paper has been confiscated. 

Such vexations, the writer declares, 
have no effect on the Socialist move- 
ment as against the arrant Chauvinism 
of the Nationalists, who clamor for war 


with Russia. 

The article concludes: “In the pres- 
ence of the fever of patriotism and mili- 
tarism which is raging in Japan, our 
Socialist comrades display rare courage 
in raising their voices energetically in 
favor of international peace.” 


GERMAN NAVAL PROGRAMME. 


Appropriations for New Battleships In- 
crease Naval Item and Pare Down 
Other Items in Budget. 


BERLIN, Nov. 24.—The North German 
Gazette to-day says that the Budget bill 
for 1904 estimates the customs and excise 
duties at 811,682,980 marks, being an esti- 
mated increase of 1,430,100 marks, compared 
with 1908. The customs receipts are ex- 
pected to total 490,869,000 marks, an in- 
crease of 18,306,000 marks. The sugar tax 
is expected to bring 105,322,000 marks, a de- 
crease of 8,307,000 marks. 

The naval estimates for permanent ex- 
penditure call for 99,827,620 marks, an in- 
crease of 6,558,366 marks. This item in- 
cludes 25,971,797 marks for maintenance, an 
increase of 2,020,176 marks. The regular 
expenditure is estimated at 107,536,370 
marks, an increase of 1,904,500 marks. This 
includes the first installments for the con- 
struction of two battleships, one large 
cruiser, three small cruisers, and one tor- 
pedo boat. The extraordinary expenditure 
for the navy is estimated at 50,685,000 
marks, an increase of 3,510,000 marks. 

The expenditure for the Ministry of Posts 
and Telegraphs is estimated at 480,144,130 
marks, an increase of 23,924,080 marks. 

Details of the budget, portions of which 
are published, show extreme economy. Im- 
perfal Secretary of the Treasury von 
Stengel has resolutely kept the other Min- 
isters to the barest requirements, as de- 


termined upon by the Fecent conferences 
between the Imperial Chancellor and the 
Finance Ministers of the German Btates. 
The increase recurring in the naval ex- 
penses is due to new vessels being placed in 
commission. 

The first payments on the new ships 
amount to only 5,475,000 marks, including a 
tender for the artillery schoolship. All the 
other, allotments of the marine budget are 
for payments on ships already under con- 
struction and payments for uncompleted 
docks, barracks, batteries, and other works 
begun in former years, except that about 
2,000,000 marks is asked for new barracks 
and practice grounds. 

The military budget is not yet published. 


BANK OF ENGLAND SHOOTING. 


Lunatic Attacks Secretary, but Is Over.

LONDON, Nov. 24.—A murderous attack 
with a revolver was made to-day on Ken- 
neth Grahame, Secretary of the Bank of 
England, who is well known as a writer, by 
an individual who is supposed to be insane.

The lunatic asked to see the Manager of 
the Bank of England, and was shown into a 
reception room, where Mr. Grahame and 
others were gathered. The stranger took 
up a position in front of the fire pulled out 
a revolver, and commenced shooting, in the 
meantime shouting: 

‘*Come on, you coward!”

Mobile, 

Returning to New York, Mr. Gracie was 
elected a member of the Stock Exchange, 
and became senior member of the house 
of J. K. Gracie & Westervelt. He made 
a fortune, and about ten years ago with- 
arew almost entirely from active business 
and interested himself in charitable works. 

He helped to found the Newsboys’ Home, 
He also connected himself with the Chil- 
dren's Aid Society, the Orthopaedic Hos- 

ital, and similar crganizations and insti- 
utions. For a quarter of a century he pro- 
vided the Thanksgiving dinner for the chil- 
dren of the West Side Branch of the Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society. 

Mr. Gracie was connected at the time of 
his death with but one business concern— 
the Stuyvesant Real Estate Company, of 
which he was Treasurer. He was a mem- 
ber of the Century Association, the Union 
Club, the Church Club, the American Mu- 
Seum of Natural History, and the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art.

Well-Known Politician, Merchant, 
and Race Horse Owner. 


LONDON, Nov. 24.—Sir John Blundell 
Maple, Bart., M. P., is dead. 

He was born in 1845, and had been a 
member of Parliament from the Dulwich 
Division of Camberwell since 1887, and in 
1897 was created a First Baronet. 

He received his education at the King’s 
College, in London. In 1874 he married the 
daughter of M. Merryweather. He had 
only one child, who became the-wife of 
Baron von Eckhardstein of the German 
Embassy in 1896. 

The Baronet was with equal success a 
business man, race horse owner, country 
Squire, and Member of Parliament. At 
the age of sixteon he commenced business 
in his father’s small fupniture store, which 
gradually developed into its present huge 
proportions. 

His title was a reward for political serv- 
ices to the Unionists. Hardly an election 
has occurred in the metropolis for many 

ears without Sir Blundell personally driv- 
ng voters to the polls in a four-horse 
coach. His exposure of the remount scan- 
dals in the South African war was one of 
the earliest movements toward the reform 
of the War Office. 

Few men played a more 
in the racing world than 
in the last two decades. He headed the 
list of waelng owners in 10902, and had 
the largest racing stud in the United King- 
dom, but the aristocratic Jockey Club per- 
sistently ‘lenfed him admittance, presuma- 
bly on account of his connection with busi- 
ness, unti! last September, when it was 
already known that his illness, Bright's 
disease and heart trouble, must be frtal.

YACHT CUP ‘CONTROVERS 


Proposed Plan of Offering Kaiser’s 
Trophy Not Entirely Approved. 








Meeting Will Be Held To-day at New 
York Yacht Club— Atlantics Will 
Insist on Their Rights. 





The ocean yacht race trophy which the 
German Emperor has declared himself 
about to offer through the New York Yacht 
Club and the.Atlantic Yacht Club has de- 
veloped an interesting situation between 
these two clubs. The Earl of Lonsdale, 

ho represents the Kaiser in this matter, 
recently cabled to the New York: Yacht 

lub regarding the matter, and a meeting 
of the flag officers and Regatta Commit- 
tee will be held to-day at the New York 
Yacht Club to consider the details. 

The New York Yacht Club officials would 
mot divulge the contents of the message, 
but it is known about the clubhouse that 
the dual club offer is not entirely ap- 
Proved. The Atlantic Yacht Club, however, 
om account of the particular interest it has 
taken in ocean yacht races, has rights in 
the matter which cannot be disregarded. 

To make the position of the Atlantic 
Yacht Club the stronger, the fact that Sir 
Thomas Lipton withdrew in favor of the 
Kaiser his offer of a cup for an ocean 
yacht race was due chiefly to the efforts 
of Commodore Robert E. Tod of the Atlan- 
tic Yacht Club. When the Atlantic Yacht 
Club, which has done more than any other 
club to promote ocean yacht racing, pre- 
vailed upon Sir Thomas to withdraw his 
offer to clear the way for Emperor William, 
the Kaiser was under both a moral and, 
considered ethically, a sporting obligation 
to offer the up, at least partly, through 
the Atlantic Yacht Club. In regard to the 
situation, Commodore Tod, who has of- 
fered many cups for ocean races, said yes- 
terday: 

“Lord Lonsdale understands the situa- 
tion perfectly, and I have nothing further 
t» say than that the Atlantic Yacht Club 
stilt maintains its position. There can be 
no difficuly whatever so far as I can see 
in the dual control of the cup. It is merely 
@ matter of the regatta committees of both 
clubs going down to Sandy Hook and 
sending the yachts off. I have not yet 
heard formally or officially in the matter, 
but I presume that this is because of the 
Emperor's illness. Now that Lord Lons- 
Gale has been called in, I have no doubt 
we shall have news at an early date, and 
everything will be made ready for the race 
across the Atlantic.” 

The New York Yacht Club, it is generally 
understood, was at first 5pposed to accept- 
ing the Kaiser's offer of a cup, because 
it thought that such a cup would detract 
frcm the interest in and the importance of 
the America’s Cup. When it became 
. knewh, however, that the Atlantic Yacht 
Club was a factor in the matter, and pos- 
sibly might get the cup, the older and 
wealthier club took a different view of the 
matter. As it stands at present, the New 
York Yacht Club would like to have the 
cup offered through themselves alone, but 
in view of the fact that Commodore Tod 


pevounsee Sir Thomas Lipton to withdraw 
is cup, and of the other fact that the 
New York Yacht Club has received so far 
no official rotification that any cup has 
been offered, the Atlantic Yacht Club seems 
to have the big end of the affair. Ex-Com- 
modore 8S. Nicholson Kane, Chairman of 
the Regatta Committee of the New York 
Yacht Club, said yesterday: 

“The contents of Lord Lonsdale’s mes- 
Sage carnot be divulged now, of course, 
but the trouble with us is there has been 
no formal offer of the cup as yet—that is, 


we have nad no official intimation on the | 


subject. I have no right to say anything 
about which I really know nothing offi- 
cially. This dual control develops 


an interesting situation, but I have no 


deubt everything will be satisfactorily ar- | 


ranged. Sir Thomas Lipton offered a cup

Yacht Club, and, as I understand it, he has 
given way to the Emperor. A meeting will 
of course settle everything.” 

Lord Lonsdale is a personal friend of the 
German Emperor, and the Kaiser during 
his recent visit to England spent seme of 
his time at the-Earl’s country seat.

BARGAINS AT HORSE AUCTION. 


but Some Well-Bred Animals 
Sold Cheaply. 


3argain hunters were numerous among 


the visitors and bidders at the second day 


of the ‘“‘ Old Glory ”’ horse auction, in Mad- 
ison Square Garden, yesterday, and their 
presence and persistence in bidding on the 


' less-noted animals among the lots offered 


were rewarded often enough to more than 
satisfy the shrewd and cautious buyers 
who made up that portion of the crowd. 
The general average of ithe sale was equal 
to the figures reached at former offerings 
by the Fasig-Tipton Company, but that 
did not prevent the small buyers from se- 
curing prizes at intervals when the racing 
men and breeders passed over well-bred 
young horses whose only defect was lack 
of condition, and which in consequence 
went for prices that would be moderate 
for common work horses. 

The number of trotting horse breeders 
and racing men in attendance was in- 
creased by the arrival of newcomers, and 
through the day and evening, the seats on 
the south side of the big hall termed the 
‘* prand stand’”’ by the grooms and stable 
hands, were fairly ll-filled, while the 
space inside the exeftise and show ring 
was thronged from the opening of the of- 
fering in the morning until the close at 
night. Prominent among the new arrivals 
was United States Senator Joseph W. 
Bailey of Texas, who is extensively in- 
terested in breeding trotting horses in 
Kentucky and Texas. Alta P. McDonald, 
who trains Major Delmar, and who drove 
that horse in his record performances, and 
Scott Hudson, trainer of the leading win- 
ning stable on the Grand Circuit last sea- 
sop, and the handler of the Sensational 
blind campaigner Rhythmic, were among the 
other notable light harness turfmen in the 
crowd. 

The sale of the Mariposa Farm’s con- 


signment of ninety-two horses, which was 
begun on Monday afternoon, was com- 
pleted at noon, the total received for ninety- 
six head being $25,710, or an average of 
$267.81. The horses consigned by C. W. 
Williams of Galesburg, IIL, next were sold, 
forty-five head bringing a total of $12,460, 
and the last sent to the sale from J. W. 
Daly’s farm at Mount Kisco, N. Y., num- 
bering thirty-two head, followed, thirty- 
one head bringing $14,070, 

Of the individual horses sold in.the course 
of the day the most prominent was the suc- 
cessful trotting race horse and promising 
sire Oro Wilkes, black horse, thirteen years 
old, by Sable Wilkes-Ellen Mayhew, by Di- 
rector, and holder of a race record of 2:11, 
the chief individual of the Daly consign- 
ment. The bidding on Oro Wilkes was 
started at $300, but the bids came rapidly, 
and after a lively contest, in which A. L. 
Thomas of Omaha, I. Schlessing of Vienna, 
James Wetherill of Galt, Ontario, and J. 
M. Johnson of Calais, Me., were the com- 
petitors. Mr. Witherill secured the stallion 
for $4,050. 

Another individual that attracted much 
attention was the bay trotting filly Sally 
Lunn, yearling, by Wiggins-Belle de Baron, 
with a trial of a mile in 2:34% to her credit: 
Sally Lunn was consigned by Mrs. Rosalyn 
Landon of Cobb’s Creek, Va., and was sold 
to A. M. Carr of Butte, Mont., for $1,050. 
Kellar, brown horse, seven years, by Aller- 
ton, in the Williams consignment, went to 
A. 8. Deysher of Reading, Penn., for $1,100. 

At the sale in the evening the attendance 
was the largest that the auction has at- 
tracted so far, about 2,000 visitors, amon 
whom were many women, being scattere 
through the building. The increase in the 
crowd had no apparent effect on the prices, 
however, and with but a few exceptions the 
figures paid for horses in the evening were 
lower than the prices through the day. The 
best sold horse in the evening was the ba 
yearling colt Del Prodigal, by Prodigal- 
Eletria, by Hambrino, who went to E. E. 
Smathers of New York for $1,050. Del 


Prodigal is said to be the most promising 
yearling trotter of the season, and Mr.

Educational Institutions Will Hold 
Games in Madison Square Garden. 





An athletic league of 100,000 public school 
boys is an assured fact for this city. The 
plan is not by any means a new one, for it 
has long been cherished by Gen. George 
Albert Wingate of the Board of Education, 
John Bustace Finley, President of the Col- 
lege of the City of New York; Dr. William 
H. Maxwell, 
James E. Sullivan, Secretary of the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union, and Dr. Luther Halsey 
Gulick, Director of Physical Training in 
the public schools of New York City. It is 
fn a measure the outgrowth of the military 
organization movement. that Gen. Wingate 
fostered in the schools some years ago as 
a way of attracting the boys toward phys- 
jgel development, and also inspiring patri- 
otism. With the appointment of Dr. Gul- 
ick as Director of Physical Training it was 
possible for the former movement to be 
expanded and made an actual athletic 
body. This.has now actually been accom- 
plished, and the boys of the Boroughs of 
Manhattan, Bronx, Brooklyn, Richmond, 
and Queens will form the largest athletic 
league in the world. 

Activity in arranging the details as the 
league is launched have not been over- 
looked, and the first set of games will be 
held on Saturday, Dec. 26, in the Madison 
Square Garden. Track events will form a 
prominent part of the programme that has 
already been arranged. Thé High School 
relay races will also be open to the mem- 
bers of the sub-freshmen classes of the Col- 
lege of the City of New York and High 
School teams. The distance will be one 
mile, each boy running a quarter’ mile. 
There will also be Elementary School relay 
races, distance one-half mile, and High 
School freshman relay races, distance one- 
half mile. There will also be a special relay 
race for class teams of the City College, 
distance one mile. 

Two departments of athletic records in 
the various competitions will be established. 
The High School division will be open to 
High School boys, and also to the sub- 
freshman classes of the City College. This 
division is for the purpose of establishing 
records in the following events: Running 
high jump, putting 12-pound shot, 50-yard 
run, 220-yard run, quarter-mile run, and 
half-mile run. The elementary division 
will establish records in the running high 
jump, 50-yard run, 220-yard run, and put- 
ting 12-pound shot. In both divisions gold, 
silver, and bronze prizes will be awarded. 

Championship basket ball tournaments 


will be held in both the High School and 
the elementary divisions. For the High 
School championship Mr. Cleveland H. 


Dodge has given $300 for a perpetual trophy 
for this event, which will be known as the 
Dodge Trophy. The entries for the basket 


ball tournament give evidence of being so 
numerous that preliminary matches will be 
held prior to the final contest for the cham- 
pionship title. which will be an important 
feature of the Madison Square Garden 
games. 

It is the York Public 
School Athletic League to co-operate with 
existing athletic organizations rather than 
to supplant them. The conditions of the 
coming competitions will be decided upon at 
a conference of High School Principals, 
District Superintendents, aru Principals of 
elementary schools. Altogether the move- 
ment is the most ambitious undertaking 
that has ever been attempted _ in this coun- 
try to interest city boys in physical .devel- 
opment and out-of-door sports and pas- 
times.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—The storm that 
crossed the lake region yesterday has advanced 
eastward over the Gulf of St, Lawrence, and 


the precipitation that attended in the North Atlan- 


tic States has been followed by clearing and cold- 
er weather. An area of low barometer that occu- 
pled the middle plateau region last evening has 
moved southeastward to Texas, and the ba- 
rometer is now high from the lake region and 
Ohio Valley westward over the Rocky Mountain 
amd plateau region, 

A cloud area covers the greater part of the 
central valleys and the lake region, and light 
snow is reported in the Missouri and Middle 
Mississippi Valleys, and light rain in the interior 
of the Southwestern States. 

The weather will continue fair to-morrow in 


the Atlantic Coast and East Gulf States, the 
Upper Ohio Valley, and the lake region, Rain 
is indicated for the interior of the Southwestern 
States; there is rain now in the Lower Ohio, 
Middle Mississippi, and Lower Missouri Valleys, 
and snow in the Middle Missouri Valley.

Stocks weak. 





Call money firmer, 6@8% per cent. 


Yesterday’s stock market demonstrat- 
ed that the apparent strength in the ma- 
jority of stocks upon Monday was mis- 
leading, the comparatively few declines 
being the truer index to the course of 
prices. Those responsible for marking 
up Southern Pacific on Monday allowed 
it to run off yesterday, recognizing the 
futility of such an operation in a mar- 
ket dominated by such considerations as 
were reflected in the fall on Monday of 
Republic Iron and Steel, and yesterday 
in equally severe falls in several unre- 
lated industrials. It is almost invidious 
to specify ankong so many and diverse 
trades and stocks as were involved, the 
railways, including even the tractions, of 
course falling generally but not equally. 
The drop in Gorn Products preferred was 
the day’s maxtimum, but American Loco- 
motive preferned was a good second, and 
United States Leather preferred kept 
company with ,a dozen others. General 
Electric, which Jhas been tipped for 160, 
lost only a fraction. It would seem as 
though these relaxing prices followed 
diminution of interest in the Steel stocks, 
which hitherto have monopolized atten- 
tion now released for effect in other di- 
rections. It is incorrect to attribute 
these results solely to bear selling. Of 
course, the bears sold; it is their nature 
and privilege, too; but they could never 
have produced such results if there were 
not prevalent conditions beyond bear 
machination. The proof of this lies in 
the inconsiderable number of sales nec- 
essary to cause the fall, compared with 


the larger effort necessary to cause an, 


advance, which lasts only so long as the 
application of effort is continued. It is 
not necessary to be pessimistic over the 
matter. Nothimg like collapsé or disin- 
tegration of the market is indicated. At 
- each successive fall there is fresh oppor- 
tunity for judgment whether or not the 
reflection of reaction is insufficient. 
Whenever that range is reached, wheth- 
er at this stage or another, there will be 
opportunities for bargains to satisfy the 
greedy. Meanwhile it is well that the 
perception is becoming diffused that tri- 
fling with the stock market is dangerous. 
Less margin dealing, and more deposits 
in the savings banks instead of with- 
drawals for “investment” in unsea- 
soned securities, is what the situation 
needs. 

The money market is at last seasona- 
bly high, but the situation is saved by 
sterling being at the import instead of at 
the export point as it was last year at 
this time. Then we were horrowing 


from our foreign friends; now we are | 


lending them the money to enable them 
to buy what they need and which we 
have to sell. That is the interpretation 
of the investment of some forty-odd 
millions of Canadian and local money in 
sterling. Naturally rates rise, and yet

WALL STREET TOPICS. 


Market Weakness Again.—Practically 
all the strength which the market had 
shown on Monday disappeared yesterday, 
and the day’s net losses were so numerous, 


and in some cases so severe, that many 
were inclined to the belief that the market 


was as much as ever in the power of the 


bears. While opinion in regard to the char- 


neter of the selling differed consideratly. 


the more general belief seemed to be that 
the day’s heaviest declines were brought 


about by bear pressure, showing that the 


recent advance in the market did not indi- 
cate a real change in the position of traders 
nor on the other hand the re-entrance of 


the public into the market. Indeed, it had

Bear Predictions.—Early in'the day the 
point was given to the Street that efforts 


to depress United States Steel preferred 


would be renewed at the opening of the 


market, and further declines in some of the 


stocks which lost ground the previous day 


were predicted. Apparently those respon- 
sible for these reports sald better than they 


knew, for, although some of the stocks 


mentioned did not decline as much as had 


been suggested, the falling off in other 


stocks was sufficiently heavy to withdraw 
attention from such inaccuracies of predic- 
tion’ In some quarters the belief has been 
expressed that the recent bidding up of the 


market was largely for the purpose of 


securing a higher level for further sales, 
and to some extent yesterday's develop- 
ments seemed to confirm this view. In 
some of the stocks that suffered most 
there was doubtless some reai liquidation, 
but a still larger share of the day’s losses 
can reasonably be ascribed to the efforts 
vot traders working for lower prices.

Industrials Break Market.—Railroad 
issues were inclined to show strength early

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MONEY EXCHANGE AND GOLD. 


High Money Rates Depressed Sterling 
Exchange—Industrials as Collateral. 


Proof of the fact that the present course 
of sterling exchange in this market is 
based primarily on local money market 
conditions was afforded again yesterday, 
when, with an advance in call money rates 
to 8% per cent., the market for demand 
sterling dropped from 4.84 to 4.8375. ‘Until 
quite recently the money market was in 
such position that it was not the controll- 
ing factor in the exchange market, which 
was governed almost entirely by the heavy 
offerings of cotton bills. The course of 
sterling exchange. is naturally watched 
very ‘closely, as reflecting the possibility, 
or otherwise, of American bankers securing 
gold abroad to bring to this country. It.is 
in this connection that declines in the ex- 
change market are noted with much satis- 
faction. Only within the last two or three 
days it was said that an effective barrier 
had been placed in the way of further gold 
imports, but thp prediction that New York 
would receive no more gold for the time 
being from London was falsified yesterday 
by the success of the National City Bank 
in securing a further small amount of gold 
bars in the London market. Owing to the 
publication of cables from London stating 
that the market for gold bars had been 
advanced the announcement of further gold 
engagements was the cause of some sur- 
prise. As a matter of fact, however, the 
gold secured\by the National City Bank 
yesterday was bought not at an advance 
over the previous day’s price, but at a re- 





cession from it, a circumstance which. 


seems to indicate that quotations of the 


price of gold in the open market in London 
received here are likely to be more or less 
inaccurate. 

The statement is made that at present, 
owing to the fact that the local money 
market is offering high rates to the banks, 
they are not investing in sterling exchange, 
and that therefore part of the demand for 
bills is removed, while the supply remains 

unchanged. On the other hand, the place 
of the banks is taken to some extent by 
private investors, who have bought ex- 
change because of the abnormally low price 
to which it has fallen. Canadian banks, 
it is stated, have also been heavy buyers 
of sterling exchange in this market, it 
being estimased that they have purchased 
recently to the amount of more than 
$15,000,000, 

As explaining yesterday’s advance in the 
call money rate as well as some of the de- 
clines which occurred in yesterday’s mar- 
ket, it was said that industrials were being 
discriminated against in loans, and that 
many loans in which the collateral was 
largely of this character had been called 
during the day, forcing the stocks upon 
the market. One of the definite state- 
ments in this connection was that Russell 
Sage had called many loans reviously 
mude on industrials. At the office of Mr. 
Sage this report. was characterized as en- 
tirely unfounded, it being said that as a 
matter of fact not a single loan had been 
called, and that the only loans made by 
Mr. Sage which had been paid during the 
day were ones which were voluntarily paid 
off by the borrowers. On the subject of 
discrimination against industrials a repre- 
sentative of Mr. Sage stated that indus- 
trials were freely accepted by him as col- 
lateral, and that the only issues which 
were rejected were ones which had no 
broad market and quotations for which 
were made by very meagre transactions 
resulting in a market incapable of absorb- 
ing even a moderate amount of actual 
stock

GRANT TUNNEL FRANCHISE | 


‘Cortlandt St. to be Connected with 
Exchange PIL. Jersey City. 


Compromise on Question of Possible 
Merger—Legisiature Will Be Asked 
to Amend Rapid Transit Law. 


Under virtually the same terms and con- 
ditions as were agreed upon last July, the 
Rapid Transit Commission yesterday grant- 
ed a franchise to the Hudson and Manhat- 
tan Railroad Company to run a tunnel 
under the North River from Exchange 
Place, Jersey City, to Cortlandt Street, 
Manhattan. - William G. McAdoo is the 
President of the company. and also is Presi- 
dent of the New York and New Jersey Rail- 
road Company, which has received a fran- 
chise to run a tunnel under the North River, 
entering Manhattan at the foot of Christo- 
pher Street. 

The tunnel which will enter the city at 
Cortlandt Street will run te Church Street 
and then will form a loop, running back 
through Fulton Street to the place where 
the tunnel strikes Manhattan. There will 
be a spur from the station in Church Street, 
and this spur will connect at Broadway 
and Dey Street with the lower Broadway 
spur of the rapid transit subway. 

When the franchise was brought up be- 
fore the Rapid Transit Commission at yes- 
terday’s meeting, Mayor Low made the 
point that last Summer he had@insisted on 
a change in the grant so as to prevent the 
corporation from merging with any other 
company. The attorneys for the tunnel 
projectors had declined to accept any such 
@ndition, and Edward M. Shepard, counsel 
for the commission, together with Corpora- 
tion Counsel Rives, had prepared an amend- 
ment which was suggested as a general 
compromise between the position taken by 
the Mayor and that taken by the company. 
This was to the effect that, in the event of 
@ merger between the tunnel company and 
any other concern, both merging companies 
should agree to carry out all of the obliga- 
tions of both companies. To this the Mayor 
consented. 

“Such a clause as this is an absolute 
necessity for the protection of the city, as 
we have learned in recent cases,’ said 
the Mayor. “I have in mind one glaring 
case of a corporation the name of which I 
shall not mention. A merger recently was 
effected, one of the consolidating com- 
panies having strict obligations to the city 
and the other being practically without ob- 
ligations. The company without obligations 
refused to recognize the obligations of the 
other company on the amalgamation, and 
any amount of trouble to the city has fol- 
lowed. This I want to prevent in the future 
@s far as lies in my power.” 

The franchise then was granted. It gives 
to the company a twenty-five-year grant 
with the privilege of two renewals, one at 
ten and the other at fifteen years, at vary- 
ing rates of compensation, equivalent to 
the city of 3 per cent. of the capital in- 
volved and of the earnings of the company 
ps estimated. 

The commission next took up considera- 
tion of the Williamsburg bridge traffic pro- 
posals, and a communication was read from 
Bridge Commissioner Lindenthal saying 

j that the Schmidt & Gallatin syndicate 
would pay $135,000 a year for the privilege 
of running its moving platform system over 
the bridge. 

! The power of the commission to grant a 
franchise to run over the bridge being ques- 
tioned, although counsel for the moving 

| platform people insisted that the commis- 


sion had the right, Mr. Shepard suggested 
that the Rapid Transit law be amended at 
the coming session of the Legislature so 
)that it have full control over the rapid 
transit facilities over all bridges now con- 
structed or later to be constructed. This 
seemed to meet with general approval, and 
steps will be taken to have the question 
properly brought before the Legislature 
this Winter. 

Pending further legislation, the moving 
platform proposition was referred to the 
| Committee on Contracts, and it is not likely 
{to be taken up until after the first of the 
new year. 

Commissioner Orr reported to the board

ABANDONS LOCAL NO. 2 


Journeymen Stonecutters’ Union 
Calls Strikes Off. 


Striking lronworkers Again Resort to 
Intimidating Tactics and Attack 
Members of the New Union. 


The Journeymen Stonecutters’ Union, the 
mainstay of Local No. 2 of the fron work- 
ers in its present final struggle for exist- 
ence, gave the local a blow yesterday by 
calling off its strikes against members of 
the new union of housesmiths. This is the 
worst setback Parks’s union has yet re- 
ceived, as the stonecutters are practically 
the only strong body of mechanics in the 
old Board of Building Trades, and their 
decision is tantamount to the admission 
that the fight is a useless one. 

The sympathetic strikes of the stonecut- 
ters were on Charles A. CoWen's contracts 
at Fifty-fifth Street and Fifth Avenue, 
Twenty-sixth Street and Madison Avenue, 
and Forty-seventh Street, near Lexington 
Avenue. All the striking stonecutters re- 
turned to work yesterday. 

The Board of Governors of the Building 
Trades Employers’ Association, which 
could hitherto employ members of Local 
No. 2 who have left that body and signed 
the arbitration agreement individually, has 
decided that none but those in the New 
York Housesmiths' Union can be em- 
ployed.

INNKEEPER'S LIABILITY TO GUESTsS.—The 
Harvard Law Review for November con- 
tains an interesting note discussing the 
course the law has taken in regard to the 
question of an innkeeper's liability for the 
loss of his guests’ goods. After some un- 
certainty it was laid down in England that 
an innkeeper was only prima facie Hable. 
This might be rebutted by showing that the 
loss occurred without his fault or that of 
his servants. It is now the English law, 
however, that unless the loss was caused 
by the act of God, the public enemy, or by 
the fault of the guest, an innkeeper is 
liable as an insurer, This view is adopted 
by a slight preponderance of authority in 
the United States. ‘‘ An insurer's liability,’ 
says The Review, ‘“‘should obviously not 
be imposed upon any one in charge of the 
property of another without strong reason. 
The rule in the case of innkeepers was 
originally established on grounds of public 
policy. At that time the country was in- 
fested with robbers. Easy opportunities 
and the transient character of their guests 
offered strong temgtation to innkeepers to 
collude with criminals in depriving them of 
their property. This strict rule was there- 
fore dictated by necessity. It is argued in 
some of the cases that the reason for the 
rule no longer exists. But although our 


country is no longer infested with robbers, 
yet innkeepers may still collude with oth- 
ers for fraud and theft. This is especially 
probable in the cheaper hotels of the cities. 
Juests are comparatively helpless, and 
must reply greatly upon the honesty of the 
innkeepers. The courts would therefore 
seem to be justified in applying the in- 
surer’s liability rule in the case of the dis- 
appearance of a guest's pooperyy. The 
reason of the rule does not app ¥ however, 
where the goods are destroyed by somc 
obvious operation of nature, as by fire. 
Accordingly Michigan and Vermont have 
adopted an intermediate rule. An insurer's 
liability is imposed in cases of disappear- 
ance of the Guest s property, but only a 
prima facie liability where the loss is 
caused by a natural casualty.’

DEFECTS IN City STREETS.—In the case of 
Corey vs. City of Ann Arbor, decided by 
the Supreme Court of Michigan, (96 North- 
western Reporter, 477,) it was held that 
the time expiring between a Monday night, 
when ice formed on a sidewalk, until the 
succeeding Friday night, when plaintiff wus 


injured by falling on the ice, was not suf- 
ficient to raise a presumption of knowledge 
of the defect on the part of the city offi- 
cers in charge of the city streets. It was 
further held that the fact that the Presi- 
dent of the Common Council of a city Jived 
on the opposite side of a street from a 
sidewalk 6n which ice was formed, and 
took a street car frequently in front of his 


house, was not sufficient to charge the city 
with notice of the defect. It was also de- 
cided that a City Clerk, who is required to 
keep the books and act as clerk of the 
Board of Public Works of the city, is not 
an officer having charge of the city streets, 
so that notice to him of a defective street 
will constitute notice to the city,
